Springfield, O., March 1.—The riot 
and race war begun here Tuesday night 
as a result of the shooting of M. M. 
Davis, a railroad man, by Ladd and 
Dean, negroes, was continued last 
night, the eight companies of troops 
called out to assist the local officials in 
preserving order not being able to pre- 
vent the destruction of two houses and 
the partial demolition of a dozen or 
more others occupied by negroes at the 
hands of the mob.

Declared to Exist In Many Kinds 
of Patent_Medicine 


CURES FOR CONSUMPTION 


Are Said to Hasten Disease by 
Their “Diabolic Concoctions”-- 
People Led by Fraud to Be- 


come Users of Opium 


Boston, Feb. 28.—Patent and pro- 
| prietary medicines, so-called, said to 
j Contain alcohol and poisonous drugs, 
were the subject of severe criticism at 
a hearing before the committee on pub- 
lic health at the state house yesterday 
afternoon. There are a number of bills 
before the committee for consideration 
having for their object the regulation 
of tratlic in these medicines. 

A number of doctors and representa- 
| tives of temperance organizations ap- 
| peared before the committee and made 
sweeping condemnation of these drugs, 
many of which, it was declared, con- 
| tained cocaine, alcohol, opium, chloro- 
| form and other insidious drugs. 

Three of the bills heard provide for 
itemized labels showing the alcoholic 
and polsoueus ingredients in the med- 
icines; the other three bills limit the 
sale of certain beverages and dangerous 
drugs, and most of the measures carry 

a penalty clause

four grains, and five grains have been 
known to prove fatal. Other largely

Boston, March 1—By an agreement 

reached after several conferences be-

Revokes a Ninety-Nine-Year 


Concession to Americans

SUBWAY COMPANY'S LOSS 


Fal'ed to Fulfill R« quirement 
For Completing the Work In 
Two Years--Much Material For 
the Contract Rendered Useless 


Havana, March 1.—Vested Interests 
depending ou municipal concessions 
are apprehensive on account of the pre- 
cedent established by a decree pre- 
pared by President Palma revoking 


the 00-year concession granted by the 
Havana city council to the Havana 
Subway company, a Delaware corpora- 
tion, permitting the construction of 
conduits for wires, etc., throughout the 
city. 

The original concession required that 
the work be completed In two years. 
The company failed to fulfil this con- 
dition, partly because it became {in- 
volved in litigation with an electric 
company possessing similar rights. 
The council recently granted an exten- 
sion of six months, but this the secre- 
tary of the interior, by the authority 
of President Palma, revoked, and the 
concession was declared void. 

This action bas rendered useless 
much material brought by the company 
to Cuba since work was suspended and 
the conduits are left in an unfinished 
condition. The company had no knowl- 
edge of the coutemplated revocation 
of its concession until the decree was 
issued. The company has now pre- 
sented the matter before the American 
legation in the hope that Minister Mor- 
gan's representation may secure ita 
hearing without formal recourse to the 
government at Washington. Mayor 
O'Farrill holds that the decree should 
not have been Issued without a hearing. 

Secretary Andrade declares with the 
utmost emphasis that the revocation 
of the Havana Subway company’s con- 
cession should not be set aside. He 
says that non-compliance with the 
terms of the ordinance affords an op- 
portunity to undo an act creatinga 
monopoly; that all acts of the city 
council were subject to revision by the 
general government pending the enact- 
ment of a municipal law, and that the 
Spanish law did not permit under- 
ground concessions, In any case, the 
secretary says, the company can appeal 
to the courts.

Boston, March 1.—Three families 
were driven Into the street by a fire 
which broke out shortly after 1 o'clock 
this morning at 822 Harrison avenue, 
and all suffered extremely in the bitter 
colt which prevailed. Most of them 
were but half-clad.

The fire was extinguished 
with but little damage, but it is feared 
the cold and exposure will have a se- 
rious effect on five children.

Albany, March 1.—The court of ap- 
peals has decided that a stock broker 
must give a customer formal notice of 
the time and place of the sale of stock 
held on margin for such client, orhe 
cannot recover any loss which he may 
sustain In the transaction. The de- 
cision establishes a new rule of law in 
stock transactions. 


Big Storehouse Burned 
Fall River Mass., March 1,.—Fire, 
believed to have been caused by spon- 
taneous combustion, destroyed the 
Granite mil No. 2 storehouse and its 
contents. The loss Is estimated 
$125,000. The storehouse was a three-

The Glowworm Cavern. 

The greatest wonder of the antipodes 
is the celebrated glowworm cavern, 
discovered in 1801 in the heart of the 
Tasmanian wilderness. The cavern or 
caverns (there appears to be a series of 
such caverns in the vicinity, each sepa- 
rate and distinct) are situated near the 
town of Southport, Tasmania, in a 
limestone bluff, about four miles from 
Ida bay. The appearance of the main 
cavern is that of an underground river, 
the entire floor of the subterranean pas- 
sage being covered with water about a 
foot and a half in depth. These won- 
derful Tasmanian caves are similar to 
all caverns found in limestone forma- 
tion, with the exception that their roofs 
and sides literally shine with the light 
emitted by the millions of glowworms 
which inhabit them.

The Norwegian papers tell of a 
speedy and efficacious method of be- 
coming intoxicated prevailing in the 
slums of Christiania.

They Have Depressing Effect on 
Springfield Race Rioters 

Springfield, O., March 2.—After a 
day quiet from the wob which has held 
sway for two nights, last evening was 
ushered In with indications that more 
depredations against the negro popula- 
tion of the city had been planned for 
the night. As a precautionary meas- 
ure Colonel Ammel posted two machine 
guns and a company of troops at the 
courthouse aud jail and the entire 
square is cut off. 

The distribution of the guns and 
troops over the city has had a depress 
ing effect on the rioters and with the 
exception of slight affrays, but little out 
of the ordinary happened. A house 
recently occupied by negroes was fired 
by rioters, but the flames were quelled 
before they had made great headway 

Arthur Ancil, a member of the Xenia 
military company, was hit in the head 
with a brick said to have been thrown 
by a rioter and fatally hurt last night. 
Two more companies of state troops 
from Piqua are held in readiness for 
service here, but the present outlook 
does not indicate that more will be 
needed, as the backbone of the riot 
seems to have been broken effectually

Birmingham, Ala., March 5.—A spe 

cial to The Age-Herald from Meridian, 


Miss., says: 

Before an army of determined men 
attacking Meridian’s stormswept and 
debris-strewn streets, the vast amount 
of wreckage is giving away slowly but 
surely. Working in relief squads, the 
self-instituted salvagers are bringing 
some order out of chaos. The Sabbath 
following the disastrous storm of Fri- 
day was a day of funerals. 

Seldom if ever visited by a storm of 
cyclonic proportions, the mere hants 
and residents of Meridian had never 
protected themselves with storm oF 
cyclonic policies, so in the matter of 
adjustments of insurance agents will 
have little or no auditing beyond the 
fire loss. 

A million and a quarter dollars {s now 
thought to be a conservative estimate 
of the damage wrought. There has 
been an entire absence of vandalism, 
which frequently follows on the heels 
of such disasters. 

After leaving Meridian and entering 
Macon, a suburban.town about five 
miles distant, all trace of the storm 
seems to have disappeared, little if any 
damage being reported from the coun 
try.

assist him in reaching a decision 

The committee believes this means of 
fixing standards and determining 
wholesomeness will remove many ob- 
jJections offered by manufacturers to 
having the power too greatly centered 
in Dr. Wiley, the chief of the bureau 
of chemistry of the department of agr!i- 
culture. 

Another vital amendment of great in 
terest to the whisky interests of th |B 
country provides that articles shal! not 
be regarded as misbranded if they are) 
so labeled as to indicate they are com- 
pounds or blends, “provided that the 
term blend, as used herein, shall be con- 
strued to mean a mixture of like sub- 
stances, not excluding harmless color- 
ing or flavoring ingredients.” The 
words “not excluding harmless color- 
ing or flavoring ingredients” are de- 
signed to permit blended whisky to be 
exempt from the penalties of the act.

At 
its close the defendant was carried to 
the Tombs prison struggling hysterical- 
ly with the police officers and scream 
ing. The trial had proceeded up to the 
point where it was expected that 
Berthe Claiche would go on the witness | 
stand herself within the next few min- 
utes, when, during a recess, her counsel 
went into conference with District At- 
torney Jerome.

At the end of this conference Otto 
Rosalsky, one of the defendant's law- 
yers, talked to his client for three min- | 
utes. At the close of this talk she burst | 
into tears and was so near collapse that 
she had to be assisted to walk to the 
railing before Justice Davis, where she | 
was to plead. A clerk asked ber if she 
would plead guilty to manslaughter in 
the first degree. The young woman 


replied “yes” and fainted, falling to the | 
floor of the courtroom. When revived 
she became hysterical, crying out: “I 
shall never see my mother on this earth 
again.” 

Her screams were heard outside the 
court building as she was taken from 
the room, and at the Tombs a physician 
was summoned to attend her. 

The termination of the trial was not 
entirely unexpected, as Berthe Claiche’s 
counsel on Monday conferred with the 
district attorney upon the same matter. 
It is understood that the failure to 
reach an agreement then was duetothe 
reluctance of the defendant's counsel to 
have their client plead guilty to man- 
slaughter in the first degree and to the 
refusal of the prosecution to agree to a 
plea in a minor degree. 

Possible charges against policemen 
| growing out out this case have been 
foreshadowed from the beginning of the 
trial. Abraham Levy, Berthe Claiche’s 
counsel, says that he has pledged him 
self that she will tell all she knows 
about the relations of the police with 
the women of the Tenderloin. 

Berthe Claiche, to whom the name of 
the “White Slave” has been given, was 
charged with killing Emil Gerdron, 
represented as her master. During the 
trial there have been intimations that

had a hand in the murder. Evidence | 
has tended to show that Policeman 
Morton, whom the attorney genera! ac- 
cuses of having lured Gerdron to his 
death, was on terms of closest intimacy 
with Berthe Claiche and also was large- 
ly the cause of the frequent quarrels 
between her and the murdered man 
The assertion was made during the 
course of trial, and was not denied, that 
Morton had arranged the meeting 
which resulted in the killing of Gerdron 
on the night of July 8, 1905.

German Contention For Collect-

the conference 

The German delegates’ contention 
therefore, is directly opposed to the 
Russian suggestion, as Baron Bach 
eracht, a Russian delegate, argued that 
inefficacy of collective action by the 
powers in Morocco had been proved by 
the unsuccessful operations of the in 


ternational sanitary committee at Tan- 
gier. He pointed out that French offi 
cers’ experience with Mussulmans, and 
Spanish officers’ experience w ith Rifti- 
ans, had placed them in the best pos! 
tion to control the Moorish elements, 
which eventually must form the main 
body of the police by which the security 
of foreigners is to be assured and com- 
merce facilitated 

M. Revoll, the senior French dele- 
gate, expressed France's willingness to 
accept the Russian suggestion, follow- 
Ing on with the proposal that the police 
force shall consist of 2000 Moors dis- 
tributed at eight ports, each having four 
European officers 
and the whole being under command of 
16 French and Spanish officers selected 
with the sultan’s assent and who shall 
become Moorish officials 

The Spanish delegates strongly sup 
ported joint Spanish and French con 
trol, arguing from the polnt of view 
that the proximity of those countries 
to Morocco gave them greater interests 
than the other powers, whose equality 
of rights, however, will not be affected

Germany Not Seeking Troub'e 

Washington, March 6.—Criticism of 
Germany's course at Algeciras and 
charges that the German emperor is 
seeking there an excuse for trouble 
with France, rather than an agreement 
about Morocco, which have been cur 
rent in Washington for some time, have 
received an emphatic reply from Baron 
Von Sternburg, the German ambassa- 
dor, who discussed them in the course 
of a conversation with a press corre- 
spondent. 

“The time has come for plain speech,” 
the ambassador sald. “Enough has 
poured into America from European 
sources about Germany's intentions.” 
The ambassador then proceeded to 
deny In the most emphatic terms the 
charge that Germany wanted war 

“It was for the specific object of 
reaching a peaceable arrangement that 
my government urged the conference 
at Algeciras,” he said. Von Sternburg 
declared that Germany was contending 
for a very important principle at Alge- 
ciras. 

“Important as is the German trade 
with Morocco,” he said, “the commer- 
cial side of the question is of secondary 
consideration. Germany's policy has 
been and !s to preesrve the status quo 
in all countries whose rights rest on the 
laws of nations. It Is this policy alone 
which has enabled Emperor William to 
maintain peace in Germany since the 
time he became the leader of Germany 
19 years ago and to keep her out of the 
wars In which the great powers have 
since been engaged.”

CONSUMPTION OF LIQUOR. 


orway is the Least Intemperate of 
All the Nations. 
Americans are only moderate drink- 
ers compared with those of other coun- 
tries. The average citizen of the Unit- 
ed States, counting In the women and 
children (which is not fair, but serves 
for the moment as a basis to figure 
Upon), consumes in the course of a year 
liquors which contain one and a third 
gallons of pure alcohol, But the French- 
man, who, though formerly one of the 
soberest, has become the worst drunk- 
ard in the world, absorbs annually 
three and a half gallons of alcohol. 
The Belgian and the Swiss come next, 
with a consumption of two and four- 
fifths gallons. Then follow the Span- 
jard with two and a third gallons, the 
Italian with just a trifle less, the Eng- 
lishman and German with two and a 
tenth, and the Austro-Hungarian with 
about one and three-quarters gallons. 
On the other hand, the American citi- 
zen by bo means stands at the top of 
the list in respect to sobriety. The 
Swede drinks only one and a sixth gal- 
lons of pure alcohol in a year; the Hol- 
lander drops considerably below him, 
with one gallon even; the relatively vir- 
tuous Russian, notwithstanding his 
much advertised addiction to vodka, 
absorbs ‘only a trifle more than six- 
tenths of a gallon, and, finally, the Nor- 
wegian, who occupies a proud eminence 
as the most abstemious man in the 
world, barely exceeds a modest half 
gallon of the stuff in a twelvemonth’'s 
potations, It might be added for the 
sake of definiteness that the average 
person in the United States annually 
drinks one and a third gallons of proof 
spirits (which are 50 per cent alcohol), 
one-third of a gallon of wine and six- 
teen and a quarter gallons of malt liq- 
uors, chiefly beer.—Pearson’s Magazine.

Lariat Wielders to Compete For 
World Championship. 


PROBABLY LASTEVENT OF ITS KIND 


Thousands Will Soon Gather at Ok- 
lahoma City to See Sixty Men Strug- 
gle For an Honor That May Never 
Be Disputed—Clay MecConagil and 
Ellison Carroll Crack Competitors. 


The championship of the world; with 
a@ purse of $600 on the side, with no 
probability of its being disputed in the 
future, is the stake to be battled for In 
what will doubtless be the last cattle 
roping contest, says an Oklahoma City 
(Okla.) correspondent of the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch. It will take place at 
Oklahoma City on Thursday and Fri- 
day afternoons, March 15 and 16, the 
closing days of the annual convention 
of the Oklahoma Live Stock and the 
Midland Live Stock and Sale associa- 
tions. The contest will draw thousands 
of visitors. It is a big event through- 
out the southwest, where prowess with 
the lariat means lasting fame. The 
laws of all other states now prohibit 
these roping contests, and it is likely 
that Oklahoma will follow this course 
during the next legislature. 

Ellison Carroll of Magnum, now the 
world’s champion, conceived the idea 
of giving a roping contest as one of the 
features of the convention. He has 
arranged the following rules and regu- 
lations to govern the contest:

There are nine entries so far for the 
contest—E. P. Epperson of Fort Scott, 
Kan.; Clay McConagil of Texas, Luther 
Willlams of Prague, Okia.; W. F. Hale 
of Wilburton, I. T.; L. C. Giles of Nor- 
man, Okla.; Charles 8S. Williams of Ver- 
den, Okla., and Carroll himself. There 
will be two entries from the Miller 
ranch at Bliss. It is possible that en- 
tries will be made from Australia and 
South America. 

The real contest will likely be be 
tween Clay McConagil and Ellison Car- 
roll. However, there are other cow boys 
in Oklahoma who claim they can rope 
Steers in quicker time than either Mc- 
Conagil or Carroll. Carroll wrested the 
championship from McConagil a year 
ago and cattlemen predict he is des- 
tined to keep it. 

The greatest roping contest in the 
world perhaps up to that time was 
arranged for at San Antonio, Tex., in 
1905, during the Christmas holidays. 
The contest was to be for the cham- 
piouship of the world, and it was 
thought, of course, that hundreds of 
ambitious cow punchers would enter 
the battle for supremacy. 

Clay McConagil of Texas then held 
the championship, and his prowess was 
so well known and feared that only 
one man had any hope of being able to 
beat him. That was Ellison Carroll of 
Mangum, Okla., and even he was look- 
ed on as being foolhardy in his ambi- 
tion. When the entries were closed it 
was discovered that only two contest- 
ants had qualified. Clay McConagil 
had been the champion for so many 
years that at the last minute even the 
sturdy kings of the range had sudden- 
ly been seized with that most unpteas- 
ant feeling, “loco.” - 

The steers were corralled in a small 
pen at one corner of the baseball park 
on the outskirts of the town. The con- 
test was to see which man could rope 
and tie thirty-six of these animals in 
the shortest time. Thousands of cow- 
boys and their wives, daughters and 
sweethearts, from all over the south- 
west, who had seen many previous con- 
tests of the kind, declared the battle to 
be the greatest ever waged. 

McConagil gave up on the twenty- 
eighth steer and acknowledged that he 
was badly defeated. Owing to Inclem- 
ent weather and the further fact that 
some of the cattle had escaped he 
agreed ts surrender in favor of Carroll, 
McConayj;il being then more than three 
minutes behind his opponent, with no 
chance to win in the remaining trials. 

Carroll made the marvelous record 
of roping and tying twenty-eight steers 
in 18 minutes and 58 1-5 seconds, his 
best time on one being 21 4-5 seconds. 
His average on the twenty-elght was 
40 35 seconds. McConagil’s average 
was 46 4-5 seconds, and his best time 
for one was 28 seconds flat, though he 
had a previous record of 21% seconds, 
made at El Paso some years ago.

Preacher Advocates Using Force on 
Obnoxious Car Conductors. 

| The Rev. Frank B. Reazor, rector of 
St. Mark's Episcopal church at West 
Orange, N. J., in a talk to the mem- 
| bers of the Men's club of St. Paul's 
Episcopal church at East Orange the 
other night advocated the use of a 
“good, strong right arm” in dealing 
with insolent conductors on trolley 
cars, says an East Orange special to 
the New York Times. He also sug- 
gested the formation of a “Society For 
the Amelioration of the Condition of 
Street Car Passengers and the Sup- 
pression of Brutal Conductors.” 

“We are up against a condition to- 
day,” said the clergyman, “that is 
growing worse. It is the brutality and 
shameful conduct of some of the em- 
ployees of our street corporation com- 
panies. The gruff manner of these 
men is disgusting, and there seems to 
be no remedy but to leave the matter 
to an organization which will regulate 
it. I am a man of peace, and I do 
not like to advise any one to do any- 
thing rash, but I will confess that of- 
ten I am tempted to throw out my 
right hand when I see a conductor say 
to some tired woman, ‘G’wan.’ Would 
then that some good knight would get 
up and throw that conductor off his 
ear, not in front, but at the rear. 
Don't stand for it. 

“The other night I saw a young fel- 
low pushing a woman in getting on a 
car. When I looked at him I saw he 
was the son of a parishioner. My 
thoughts were not fit for publication. 
Stop this evil by fair means if possible. 
I think when a nation falls off from 
its constitution it is on its way to 
break down. We have to have order 
and give woman a fair chance. For 
one thing, give ber the seat if it is the 
last one in the car. Now, let's do it.”

A FORWARD STEP 


May Open Way For France and 
Germany to Agree 


NEITHER CAN BACK OUT 


Germany Makes Practical Capit- 
ulation In a Note From Her 
Chief Official at Moroccan Con- 


ference-- Austria Submits Plan 


Algeciras, March 9.—Success of the 
conference on Moroccan reforms Cab- 
pot be described as absolutely secure 
since two of the main points in dispute, 
the allotment of bank capital and con- 
trol of police, are not yet settled. Hopes, 
however, run high that these outstand- 
ing difficulties soon will become sub- 
ject to arrangement. The French dele- 
gates show an inclination to regard the 
way as opened to au understanding and 
the other delegates consider that a 
great forward step was made yester- 
day when a strong spirit of conciliation 
became evident. One of the most 
prominent delegates, moreover, ex 
presses the view that “matters have 
proceeded so far that neither side will 
dare break up the conference.” 

The delegates of the neutral powers 
generally regard the Austrian police 
proposal as being not feasible, but con- 
sider that it will serve the purpose of 
providing a basis for negotiations for 
an eventual compromise. 

The Austrian plan gives the sultan 
supreme command of the police, and he 
is to select French officers for the po- 
lice at four ports, and Spanish officers 
for three ports. The sultan finally is to 
select an inspector general of police 
from Switzerland:or Holland. The in- 
spector general is to have his headquar- 
ters at Casa Glanca on the Atlantic 
coast, and is to command the Franco- 
Spanish police at the other ports. 

The opinion gains ground that France 
finally will consent toa diminution of 
her financial influence in Morocco by 
accepting a reduction of the voting pow- 
er allotted to French subscribers to for- 
mer loans, and in return for this conces- 
sion it is thought the police will be 
placed under the direction of France 
and Spain, with neutral inspecting offi- 
cers who shall report to the powers but 
not exercise command. 

An official note, issued at the close of 
yesterday's session of the conference, 
says: “Herr Von Radowitz (chief of the 
German mission) referring to the state- 
ments made by the Russian, French 
and Spanish delegates at the last ses- 
sion of the conference, said that the 
German government @id not object to 
the organization of the Moroccan po- 
lice by France and Spain at the ports 
open to commerce, under proper guar 
antees assuring economic liberty.” 

The conference then adjourned until 
Saturday night, in order to permit the 
delegates to study the police projects. 
The statement made by Herr Von 
Radowitz appears to assure an agree- 
ment. 


Washington Is Encou aged 

Washington, March 9.—State depart- 
ment advices from Algeciras are de- 
eldedly encouraging. They convey a 
strong impression that the delegates are 
approaching an agreement. Details of 
the reports coming to the department 
are withheld, as has been the case since 
the beginning of the conference, but it 
is evident that a feeling of optimism 
prevails where there had been great 
doubt of the success of the conference. 

It is not expected that the conference 
will terminate suddenly, even in the 
event that this hopeful feeling is well 
founded, but rather that, while the 
critical point may be safely passed 
within a day or two, the sessions will 
continue for some time, in order to per- 
mit of the arrangement of details under 
the general agreement on the great 
question of principle. Therefore no 
vote is looked for at once. 


For Carrying Malis Only 

Washington, March 9.—The post 
master general has reaffirmed his posi- 
tion with respect to rural free delivery 
carriers that they cannot be used as the 
medium for taking subscriptions for 
newspapers. A recent act of congress 
prohibits rural carriers from soliciting 
business or recelving orders of any 
kind for any person, firm or corpora- 
tion, or from carrying merchandise for 
hire during their hours of employment. 


House Members Disappeared 

Washington, March 9.—The house 
passed the Indian appropriation bill, 
carrying $7,785,528. It then proceeded 
to tangle itself up over the bill to abol- 
ish the grade of lieutenant genera! in 
the army. The result was an adjourn- 
ment for lack of a quorum, after mem- 
bers had been locked in the hall for a 
half hour and the assistant sergeant-at- 
arms had been scurrying to the various 
hotels in search of members. 


Cannct Carry “Side Lines” 

Jefferson City, Mo., March 9.—8Su- 
perintendent Van Diver of the state in- 
surance department has rendered his 
decision in the case of the Columbian 
National Life Insurance company - of 
Boston and allied companies. He holds 
that a life insurance company must do 
an insurance business and no other 
kind of business in this state. 


Thef: of Government Funds 

Casper, Wyo. March 9—W. A. 
Brother, government disbursing agent

e fic Milis Will Be Benefi'ed 

Lawrence, Mass., March 9.—Notices 
have been posted in all departments of 
the extensive Pacific cotton mills here 
announcing that on March 19 an ad- 
vance jn wages will be made. The Pa- 
cific mills, which are among the largest 
in the world, employ nearly 6000 opera- 
tives. The rate of the proposed In- 
erease is not stated in the notices. The 
advance will be greater in some depart- 
ments than in others, but it Is expected 
it will average nearly 10 percent. 

When the new schedules go Into ef- 
fect the number of mill operativesin 
Lawrence who bave had their pay 
raised this year will reach 17,000. On 
Jan. 1 the Washington mills of the 
American Woolen company, employing 
more than 6000 hands, and the Prospect 
mills, a small plant owned by the same 
corporation, advanced the pay of the op- 
eratives 10 percent. A general increase 
was made at the same time by the 
Arlington mills, an independent worsted 
and cotton plant which employs 5100 
persons.

It was impossible to learn 
anything regarding the conference 
which the Standard Oi! officials had 
with the president. Very few knew 
of their visit and the fact of their en- 
gagement to call on the president was 
not known.

New York, March 9.—Evidence ofa 
definite agreement between the rail- 
roads running out of New York city up- 
on a division of the sugar freight busi- 
ness and also the payment of rebates 
was given before the United States 
grand jury here yesterday. It is said 
that the United States district attorney's 
office is confident of exposing the most 
startling relations existing between 
carrying and producing trusts. 


Bubb Mace Srigadier Generai 

Washington, March 9.—One of the 
most spirited contests in the history of 
the army for place was settled when 
Secretary Taft announced that Colonel 
John W. Bubb had been selected to be 
brigadier general] in the United States 
army to fill the vacancy originally cre- 
ated by the retirement of General Carr. 
Bubb {ts from Pennsylvania. He was 
born in 1843, so he must retire on ac- 
count of age in 1907.

Warsaw, March 9.—Owing to con- 
tinual robberies of postofiices, the cen- 
tral government has ordered the suspen- 
sion until further notice of the trans- 
mission of money orders in Poland.

“In this particular case the heavy 
mortality among the Moros engaged 
probably would be explained by their 
methods of fighting. It would have 


been impossible to have inflicted the 
same loss on the northern Filipinos. The 
latter have a way of disappearing be-| 
fore the troops in the jungles and con- | 
ducting guerilla warfare. But the 
Moros, on the appearance of an enemy, | 
sound the alarm and gather everybody | 
inside their forts, where they will fight 
to the end. Probably the loss in thie 
case was caused by the fire of our artil- 
lery. The bluejackets were probably 
called upon to assist in getting this ar- 
tillery up the steep heights of the moun- 
tain because of their knowledge of 
blocks and tackles. 

“I have not the least fear that this 
movement will extend to the other isl- 
ands and, in fact, I think that tha 
h.avy blow struck the Moros will hava 
a strongly deterrent effect upon them.” 

The Sixth infantry, which seems to 
have borne the brunt of the fighting, 
was from Fort Leavenworth and has 
been in the Philippines about a year.

elting Class'Hatred and Sirikes 
--Bitter Proclamation Is Ap- 


proved by the Censor 


St. Petersburg, March 12.—Some of 


the reactionary organizations are push- 


ing the agitation against the radical 
Yester- 
day a “League of the Russian People” 
held a service in the Alexanderevsky 
monastery to celebrate the manifeeto of 
March 8 as a victory for the old regime. 
Later, at the Horse Guard menage, the 
fighting society of the same organiza- 
tion held a public meeting and listened 
to inflammatory speeches by Dr. Dou- 
brovin and Professor Nickolsky, two ex- 
tremist leaders, in which the orators 
openly summoned their followers, the 
Black Hundreds, to kill the Jews aud 
hang Count Witte. 

Prince Mestchersky, editor of The 
Grazdani, who supported the Witte sec- 
tion, charges the bureaucracy with havy- 
ing sympathy with the court clique 
which is opposing the plans of the cab- 
inet and with inciting class hatred and 
strikes, with the purpose of making the 
national assembly a failure. He quotes 
Nickolsky as declaring that friends of 
the autocracy should see that a number 
of revolutionaries are elected in order to 
furnish an excuse for dispersing the na- 
tional assembly with bayonets. 

As proof of the complicity of the bu- 
reaucracy Mestchersky prints a procla- 
mation against the Jews which, he as- 
serts, was printed in the typography of 
the police master with the approval of 
the censor and widely distributed. The 
proclamation, which is addressed to 
workmen and peasants, declares that 
the authors of Russia’s misfortunes are 
the Jews, who throughout the world 
hate Russia and want to rob the peas- 
ants of their land and make them their 
slaves, “unfrock the priests and turn 
the churches into Jewish stables and 
pigsties.” The proclamation also as- 
serts that the Armenians, English and 
Germans want to destroy Russia and 
divide the country among Its enemies. 
The proclamation calls Count Witte a 
supporter of the Jews and the chief 
enemy of the country and summons the 
faithful wherever they find Jews to 
“tear the Christ-sellers to pieces.” 

Prince Mestchersky calls attention to 
the unrest among the peasants and 
warns the bureavtracy that it is playing 
a desperate game in arraying class 
against class. “If today the peasants 
are incited to slaughter millions of Jews, 
the Armenians tomorrow may be seized 
with the mania of murder, and massa 
cres may occur everywhere without re 
gard to race or class.” 

Another important development in 
the political situation, though more 
n character, was the success 
of what reactionary ele- 
ments in control of the 
zemstvos from the hands of the liberals. 
Although the zemstvoists are not elected 

ind are Democratic in their views, they 
heveds re have been In the forefront 
of the fight against the old regime. 

The issue was raised by the zenistvos 
upon the demand of the federal adminis- 
tration in the provinces to discharge 
doctors, teachers, agricultural experts 
and other employes of the zemstvos 
suspected of revolutionary tendencies 
or activity At Moscow the liberals 
made a hard fight to protect the em- 
ployes, but the reactionaries, under the 
leadership of M. Guchkoff, were  vic- 
torious, Whereupon 30 liberals resigned. 
At Toula the struggle was extremely 
bitter and the reactionaries won. The 
entire staff of the sanitary department 
of the zemstvos was discharged and the 
| department closed. A resolution was 
adopted to the effect that the revolution- 
| ary propaganda must be stopped

John Ball, the mythical personage 
supposed to represent the English peo- 
ple, was the invention of Dr, Arbuthnot 
in one of his satirical sketches ridicul- 
ing the great Duke of Marlborough. In| § 
the opinion of Dr. Jonson, Arbuthnot 
was “the first man among eminent writ- 
ers In Queen Anne's time.” He drew 
Jobn Bull as the typical Englishman— 
a stout, red faced old farmer, far too 
corpulent for comfort, choleric, but 
withal an honest and well meaning fel- 
low. He clothed him in leather breeches 
and top boots, put a stout oaken cudgel 
in bis hand and a bulldog at his heels 
and set him up for all time to serve as 
the representative Englishman, 

He may have been not so bad a cart 
cature in the days of Queen Anne, but 
today certainiy there is much force in 
an English critic's remark that “he 
completely hides the Englishman of 
real life.” The average Englishman of 
today is physically no stouter certainly 
than—probably not so stout as —the ayv- 
erage American, and the stout cudgel 
and the bulldog are no longer apt sym- 
bols of the modern Britisher’s disposl- 
tion. He has lost the excessive pugnact- 
ty of his forefathers and is, above all, 
anxious to keep the peace with his Un- 
ele Samuel.—London Standard.

Bullet Proof Motor Cars. 

Successful experiments were made 
in the streets of Paris recently with 
one of the seven new bullet proof and 
shell proof motor cars which are being 
bullt for the Russian government, says 
a Paris correspondent of the London 
Express. M. Etienne, the war minis 
ter, rode in the car, which attained a 
speed of twenty-eight miles an hour on 
level ground and ascended gradients 
as steep as one In four. The car weighs 
three tons and is of thirty horsepower. 
It is provided with a smal! quick firing 
swivel gun, which can fire 800 shots a 
minute in any direction. France also is 
providing herself with a complete 
corps of these armored motor cars. 
The car carries a folding steel bridge, 
which can be quickly placed across 
ditches. With the help of this the car 
showed that it could go across country.

Steamer Sunk After Desperate 
Effort to Save Her 


27 OF CREW DROWNED 


Rare Ac's of Heroism by Sallors 
of Two Steamships Who Con-

Roston, March 15.—Suffering, mental 
and physical, and self-sacrifice for the

The Bostonian arrived here yesterday 
afternoon and the details of the disas- 
O' Uagen, one of those res- 
cue I the British King, died after- 
ward from the effects of injuries sus- 
tained in trying to save his ship. 

The rescued who were brought here 
include James Flanigan, the second of- 
ficer; J. D. Crawford, the chief engi- 
neer; Adolphus Beck, the fourth engi- 
neer, and William J. Curry, the steward 
The others were coal passers and sail- 
mostly Belgians, and one stow- 
away, Henry Parkotch of New York. 

Iwo lifeboats from the Bostonian 
were crushed to fragments and the vol- 
unteer crews which manned them were 
the high-running seas 
while engaged in the work of rescue, 
but all were safely landed on board the 
When. the first life craft was 
lowered from the Bostonian the small 
boat was swept to the stern of the big 
ship and there destroyed, and several 
of the seamen were bruised and torn. 
Yet, despite the condition of the sea, 
which is described by witnesses as be- 
ing literally mountainous, volun 
re rescued by llnes thrown out 
the steamer.

The only 
salvation was to repair the damaged 
machinery and it was while personally 
superintending this work that Captain 
O'Hagan a fractured leg and 
internal The leg Was injured 
sO badly ta ple ce of bone protruded 
through the fiesh. Although he was un- 
able to stand, he continued to direct the 
efforts of his crew. At the end of three 
days, when all hands had labored cease- 
lessly and without rest and with little 
food, the Bostonian and Mannheim 
were sighted and to these O'Hagan dis- 
played the signal! for assistance. 

The British King went down about 
450 miles east of Boston light and 140 
miles to the south of Sable island 
Both the Bostonian and the Mannheim 
stood by the scene of the wreck until 
Monday morning, but no bodies were 
recovered 

The British King sailed from New 
York last Tuesday, bound for Antwerp 
with a miscellaneous cargo and 150 
head of cattle. The passage was fair 
until Friday morning, when the ship 
was struck by a strong northwesterly 
wind, which gradually grew intoa gale 

Soon the ship became absolutely 
helpless. The rudder held. This en- 
abled O'Hagan to steady his ship in the 

torm but this soon, too, was swept off. 
All this time the wreckage and oil bar- 
rels had been gathering about the 
steamer and now the billows crushed 
them down with tremendous energy to 
the sides of the ship. The hull was

His face flushed and his voice 
trembling with passion, his arms up- 
and his fists clenched, Hamilton 
poured forth a flood of denunciation and 
invective upon the members of the 
board of trustees of the New York Life 
Insurance company, several of whom 
were present, denouncing them as 
“curs and traitors,” and paying especial 
attention to one unnamed, whom he de- 
scribed as “the Pecksniff of three ad- 
ministrations, the confidant of Beers 
scandal and author of the Beers pen- 
sion—who rotates through one admin- 
istration and another, and thinks that he 
is going to be an indispensable member 
of yet another.”

Judge Hamilton's attack upon the 
trustees of the New York Life was 
made only the more dramatic by the 


fact that he immediately followed J. H. 
McIntosh, general solicitor of that com- 
pany, who had been eulogizing the mem- 
bers of that board, and challenging any 
man to give reasons why they should 
be removed from office, as contem- 
plated by the pending legislation. 

The only name he mentioned was 
that of the late President McCall, in the 
references to whom and to whose 
death he displayed marked emotion.

The speaker of the 
evening went him one better, however, 
telling of a veighbor who mixed saw- 
dust with the food for her hens, and 
finally fed them entirely on sawdust.

Rev. William I. Lawrence ; spoke of 
Japan and its wonderful: change in a 
generation. The remarkable}progress 
of Japan, said he, is no miracle, how- 
ever marvellous it may be. Before we 
discovered them, in 1853, they had a 
highly developed civilization, which 
was so different in detail from ours 
that we thought them deficient. They 
did not have to rise from a lower level 
to a higher one so much as to move 
laterally from one form of civilization 
to another. 

They are a very clean people, there 
being in Tokio alone 1000 public baths. 
On a0 average everyone takes at least 
one bath a day and some people five or 
six. They are very polite and to them 
the Americans seem rude. 

Ceremonials play a conspicuous part, 
for instance two or three years being 
required to learn how to arrange flowers, 
also how to serve tea. These are accom- 
plishments to which people devote 
their lives. 

They did not and do not today admire 
our civilization but they realized that 
they had developed on narrow lines, 
and felt the necessity of broadening 


out. They sent their young men to the 
different countries to study the 
countries, From Germany they adopted 


the study of medicine and war tactics; 
from America, finance, etc., etc. They 
laid aside oriental civilization because 
they felt that they must. 

They are a homogeneous people who 
deeply love their country. Pay is no 
object when their services as soldiers 
are required, feeling their only duty is 
to obey. They are a determined people 
who will not be refused. 

Women are not honored, and are kept 
inthe rear, except when they become 
mothers-in-law. Children are sup- 
pressed, except the oldest son. 

Japan isa beautiful country; largely 
a garden. There are tlowers every- 
where. A land to remember with love 
and joy. A land to love to visit. The 
end is nut yet. They desire to stand 
first. It is an honor for America to be 
known as the friend of Japan. 

Questions were asked and answered 
at the close of the talk and everyone 
present felt that they bad spent a very 
profitable evening. A rising vote of 
thanks was given the speaker of the 
evening.

ROGERS’ QUEER STORY 


Tid it as a Joke and Stuck to, 
It to Keep His Job 
New York, March 16.—The alleged 


plot to assassinate Rev. Dr. Charles 


Parkhurst, the noted divine and 
former, was all a hoax, accordingto a 
confession made by Lawrence Rogers, 
the man who told the story upon which 
the investigation was based. Rogers’ 
confession was made before Magistrate 
Wable in police court while he was be- 
ing examined in John Doe proceedings 
in connection with the affair. He was 
promptly arrested on the motion of Dis- 
trict Attorney Jerome and held for the 
grand jury on a charge of perjury. 

According to the story upon which 
proceedings were begun, Rogers, a for- 
mer prison guard, alleged that he had 
been approached with an offer of $500 
if he would put Dr. Parkhurst's “lights 
out.” He was led to unfold his story to 
Robert Kelly of the Citizens’ Union 
through gratitude, it was sald, because 
Kelly had once done him a good turn. 
In this story Rogers involved the police 
in the alleged plot to take Parkhurst’s 
life. 

Kelly finally laid his information be- 
fore the Parkhurst society, and the dis- 
trict attorney was notified. 

When Rogers was taken into court 
yesterday to testify against two police- 
men who had been named in his story, 
he made the confession. “It was alla 
joke,” he said. “I started it asa joke, 
and when they got pressing me hard I 
kept stringing them so I could hold my 
job. I made the affidavit all right, but 
I won't send any innocent man to jail 
I'll take 10 years myself first.”

Man In Madrid Prison Seeks 


Guardian For Daughter 


FORTUNE GOES WITH HER 


Money {Is Sent to Swindlers by 
Americans, Two Crossing the 
Ocean to Reap Promised Har- 


vest--Consul Collier’s Le:ter 


Concord, N. H., March 17.—Although 


| numerous attempts have been made in 


the past few years to break up the 
Spanish syudicate of swindlers, whose 
operations have extended to many coun- 
tries, the machinery of these men is 
still in working order. According to 
the American legation officials at Mad- 


rid, attempts have been made to swindle 
hundreds of people in the United States. 
Among the recent victims was a New 
Hampshire man, whose name is with- 
held. He lost nearly $600, 

Some of the letters which have been 
received in New England were signed 
by one Adolf Rolden Shannon, who 
claimed to be incarcerated In a Madrid 
prison. The writer In each case set 
forth that he was a relative of the per- 
son to whom he wrote. The usual 
story was related The letter stated 
writer had been imprisoned 
on account of his connection with 
French investments In the old Panama 
canal scheme. The person addressed 
was asked to care for the prisoner's 
daughter and to send money for her 
transportation to America. With the 
daughter a trunk was to be sent which, 
in a secret drawer, contained $493,000. 
One-fourth of the property was to go to 
the person addressed and the remainder 
to his supposed daughter. Notwith- 
standing the manifest improbability of 
the story, it is said many persons have 
sent hundreds of dollars each to Spain. 

The following communication has 
been recenved recently from William 
Collier, the American minister at Mad- 
to whom a letter of inquiry had 
been sent by one of those who recelved 
a letter from the Spanish syidicate: 

“In reply to your letter of recent 
date, in regard to an estate in Spain 
which you have been told has been left 
by a relative, I beg to inform you that 
the whole matter is a swindle andan 
attempt to obtain money from you by 
false pretence. There are on fileat 
this legation hundreds of communica- 
tions received from people in the United 
States to whom letters similar to the 
one you received have been sent.

Other senators admitted that the dis- 
cussion showed that the Democrats are 
about as divided in their views on the 
question of amendments as their Repub- 
lican colleagues. Senators who were 
present said that there was no attempt 
to come to any conclusion on the ques- 
tion discussed and no plan of action 
was outlined for the future. They also 
said that the bill will under no circum- 
stances be made a party issue.

The man, who is a Russian, 29 years 
of age, with a residence in Brockton, 
was accused of having killed his wife 
on July 12 last because, as alleged by 
the prosecution, she did not have as 
much money as be expected she did 
when he warried her about three years 
ago. The woman was killed, It is al- 
leged, after her husband bad accom- 
panied her ona trolley ride to Belmont. 
Her mutilated body was found on the 
Arlington Golf club links by workmen 
on July 13, and as soon as it had been 
identified search was made for the hus- 
band and it was found that he had 
taken a train for the west and after 
some days he was arrested at La Junta, 
Col. 

Officers who made the arrest testi- 
fied at the trial that the man confessed 
to having killed his wife because she 
had deceived him with reference to her 
money. 

The penalty for first degree murder 
in Massachusetts is death by electro- 
cution. 


Preparing For Moth Killing 

Boston, March 19.—If the plans of 
Dr. Howard, chief of the bureau of 
entomology of the department of agri- 
culture, and Professor Titus, both of 
Washington, carry, the gypsy moths In 
the eastern part of New England will be 
entirely wiped out. The two experts 
have arrived from Washington with the 
purpose in view of relieving the pesti- 
lential sections of the dreaded gypsy 
moths. Yesterday they visited the 
Saugus laboratory and saw that every- 
thing was in readiness for the reception 
of the European parasites that the visi- 
tors hope will exterminate the destruc- 
tive creatures. 


Church Seaton’s Great Record 

Hingham, Mass., March 19.—John B. 
Lewis, who has rung the church bell of 
the First Parish (Unitarian) church 
every Sunday for 50 years with seven 
exceptions, celebrated his 50th anni 
versary as sexton of the church yester 
day. He was presented with a purse 
of gold from the church and a boquet 
of roses from the Sunday school, after 
which a rising vote of thanks was given 
him for the faithfulness with which 
he has performed his duties. The 
First Parish church was built in 1780 
and has been used continuously for 
public worship ever since.

MOROGCAN KNOT 


Bids Fair to Remain Tied For 
a Long Period 


FRANCE REACHES LIMIT 


Ministry Worried Over News- 
paper Opposition to Further 
Vielding to German Claims-- 
Delegaies Are Still Optimistic 


Paris, March 19.—There was a spe- 
cial meeting of the cabinet ministers 
Sunday in connection with the Alge 
ciras conference, at which the situation 
was fully gone over, Foreign Minister 
Bourgeois explaining the exact stand- 
points of France and Germany. Al 
though no statement has been given 
out relative to France’s future line of 
action, an announcement of Bourgeois 
that the ministry will not participate in 
the debate on the foreign affairs budget 
tomorrow is regarded as a somewhat 
unhopeful sign. 

This decision, coming after a confer- 
ence Saturday evening between the for- 
eign minister and Prince Von Radolin, 
the German ambassador to France, is 
considered to show that the Moroccan 
knot has not yet been untied and that 
the end of the conference is not in sight, 
but hopes are still undiminished that 
the delegates will find a solution of the 
difficulties. 

The position of Bourgeois is rendered 
more difficult owing to the uncompro- 
mising attitude of the principal jour- 
nals which oppose concessions. The 
Temps takes the lead in this respect, 
saying that France has reached her ut- 
most limit relative to both the police 
and bank questions, and this view has 
the support of a very influential body 
of opinion. Therefore Bourgeois hesi- 
tates to show signs of willingness to 
compromise the matter by a give-and- 
take method, as he knows any further 
yielding to the German claims will ren- 
der the ministry unpopular to the last 
degree. 


Furthar Instructions Needed 

Algeciras, March 19.—The genera! 
disposition of the delegates to the con- 
ference on Moroccan reforms continues 
inclined toward optimism, but no fur- 
ther apparent move has been made in 
the direction of a solution of the points 
at issue between France and Germany. 

The delegates of the neutral powers 
confer separately with the French and 
German delegates several times daily, 
striving to modify the outwardly un 
compromising stand taken by bot? 
sides. It is the general belief, however 
that the present situation af indecision 
will not change until! further Instruc 
tions arrive from Paris and Berlin. 

Meanwhile the French and German 
delegates do not discuss the situation 
together. Each side is vainly awaiting 
the sign of a concession from the othe; 
and maintaining its respective stand 
point. The neutral delegates do not be 
lieve the deadlock will last much longer 
and express the conviction that neither 
France nor Germany will allow the con 
ference to fail after such prodigious ef 
forts have been made by all the powere 
represented to have them reach an 
equitable understanding. 


Rejects Bellefs of the Church 

Rochester, March 19.—Rev. Algernon 
8. Crapsey, pastor of St. Andrew's 
Protestant Episcopal church, will be 
tried before an ecclesiastical court in 
Batavia, April 17, on the charge of 
heresy. In the presentment which will 
be the basis of the trial of Crapsey ex 
tracts from his sermons are quoted to 
show that he regards the story of the 
descent of the Holy Ghost, the virginity 
of the Mother of Christ and bodily 
resurrection, as they are described in 
the Scriptures, as legends which came 
down from the early Christians and 
were believed by them only because of 
the excited and exaggerated state of 
their minds. 


A Serious Strike Situation 

Great Falls, Mont., March 19.—The 
strike of the coal miners at Lethbridge 
Canada, has caused so much uneasiness 
among the citizens that the northwest 
mounted police has been placed In con 
trol of the town and martial law pre 
vails. This action appears to have irri 
tatei! the miners still further and the 
citizens fear grave disorders. More 
than 500 men are on strike and there 
are still 100 at work under police pro- 
tection. 


Ambessador Storer to Retire 

Washington, March 19.—Other than 
admitting that Bellamy Storer, the 
American ambassador to Austria-Hun- 
gary, is to retire immediately from his 
post, Secretary Root declines to make 
any statement regarding the change in 
the office. There has been some fric- 
tion with the administration, which 
those conversant with the condition of 
affairs will not discuss.

The Water Pitcher. 

The following simple method of keep- 
ing ice water in a common pitcher is 
worth knowing: Put a layer of cotton 
batting between two sheets of wrap- 
ping paper three inches higher than 
the pitcher. Fasten the ends of the 
paper and batting together, forming a 


circle. Paste a cover over one end of 
the batting and paper. This cover, 
when over a pitcher, must come close 
to the stand and so exclude the air, 
and ice will keep a long time. This 
paper cover will be found of great 


service in a sickroom for both milk 
and water pitchers.

This is less than 20 per cent of the 
amount pald for maturing debt, interest, 
Metropolitan assessment and mainten- 
ance. The water takers have paid 
the remainder, a total of $837,451. In 
addition, they have paid to the city 
$141,889 for water coanections from 
tbe street to the house. 

For sewer construction the city pays 


one half the cost; the land directly 
benefitted the other half, whether there 
is a house on it or not. Itis fair and 
just that the city should pay part of 
this cost because of the general benefit 


an average of about 


to the community. It is of equal 
benefit and advantage to the city to 
have a system of good water supply; 
therefore, the city as a whole should 
pay a fair and just share of the first 
cost of the plant, and for the water 
used for public purposes. 

This seems all the more reasonable 
when you consider that our water mains 
have to be of greater size and cost than 
would be necessary for domestic pur- 
poses, in order to provide for city re- 
quirements and the hydrant service for 
fire protection. It is manifestly unfair 
and unjast to impose 80 or 90 per cent. 
of the burden of cost, including the 
original plapt, upon the actual users of 
water and practically exempt from pay- 
ment non-users and thousands of lots of 
vacant land which have been enbanced 
in value because they are accessible to 
Metropolitan water. 

The amount paid by the city annually 
has not been nearly sufficient to pay for 
the cost of hydrants and the water used 
for 


PUBLIC PURPOSES. 


If the city finances cannot be adjust- 
ed at this time so that a proper propor- 
tion of the maturing debt shall be paid 
by the city as a whole, there is"no ques- 
tion that tha different public depart- 
ments should pay out of the general tax 
levy for the quantity of water actually 
used by them and for the hydrant ser- 
vice, 

We have estimated the quantity of 
water used by the city for schools, hy- 
drants and other public purposes at 
73,000,000 gallons. This is \based on 
the Metropolitan Water Board estimate 
of 7.11 gallons per capita per'day. Sa- 
perintendent Gleason estimates that the 
public departments use $15,000 worth 
ot water a year, outside of the bydrant 
service. The exact consumption can 
be ascertained by meters. We have 
nearly 700 hydrants in the city. The 
city formerly paid $35 a hydrant, and 
this is the usual charge of private com- 
panies. An annual charge of $20 each 
to be paid by the city would seem to be 
fair. 

In the opinion of the Committee, all 
the water disctribnted by the City should 
be metered, including not only the 
water furnished the private water takers 
but all the water used by the city itself 
in its various departments, 

We do not§recommend that city under- 
take to do all this at once, but that it 
should make a beginning immediately, 
and then continue the work of install- 
ing meters rapidly until the whole city 
is metered. 

We make the following 


RECOMMENDATIONS: 


A test should be made of .the street 
mains to discover if there are any un- 
seen leaks, the cost of such’ test to be 
borne by the appropriation for mainten- 
ance. 

All service connections other thao 
those of dwelling houses and city de- 
partments should be metered at once, 
| the cost of the same to be paid for from 

| funds now or soon to be available for 
| the extension of the water system. 

Every new service connection should 
be metered at the time it is made. 

The City Council should further au- 
thorize the purchase and installation of 
2500 meters, the money therefor to be 
borrowed and applied in the same man- 
ner as for the extension of mains. As 
soon as these are available, the first to 
be metered should be the fully plumbed 
houses, and then the City departments 
and other bouses without full plumbing. 

After these have been installed, fur- 
ther appropriations should be made 
from time to time in the pear fotare 


= and the remainder of the service con- 


nections metered. 


We recommend that the minimum 
charge be $14 per year for all houses 
now charged $14 or more per year, or 
for manufacturing purposes, with the 
privilege of using 40,000 gallons per 
year, the excess to be paid for accord- 
ing to the present meter rates. (The 
present minimum charge for a metered 
Service connection is $18 per year, with 
the privilege of using 60,000 gallons per 
year.) 

For houses having a present rate of 
less than $14 per year, we recommend 
a still lower minimum charge, with the 
amount of water allowed corresponding - 
ly decreased. 

Where one metered service connec- 
tion supplies more than one family, we 
see no reason why there should be more 
than one minimum charge. 

We therefore recommend that the 
rule now in vogue making a minimum 
charge for each apartment in rn apart- 
ment house be abolished.

DEFIES IRON BARS 


Houdini Breaks Jail While Exits 
Are Closely Guarded 


WAS LOCKED UP NAKED 


Handcuffed and Shackled by 
Experts, Yet He Announces 
His Escape to Astounded Ofli- 
clals by Telephone 


Boston, March 20.—Houdini broke 
out of the city prison in Somerset street 
yesterday and gave the police an ex- 
hibition which was more extensive than 
they had planned for and which was not 
just as they would bave had it. With 
every enicance and exit guarded as 
usual and with a gathering of 40 men 


awaiting his appearance in the Tombs 
otlice he escaped, naked, from a cell in 


| which be was handcuffed and shackled, 


unlocked the cell in which his clothes 
were, dressed, and then escaped from 
the building itself. It was batiling to 
those who watched for their own amuse 
ment and it was thoroughly disconcert- 
ing to the police who were watching for 
their edification and who pride them 
selves that the prison is impregnable. 

Ever since Houdini arrived in Boston 
he has been striving for an opportuni ty 
to break out of jail here, but the officials 
have steadfastly refused because of the 
recent escapes of prisoners from 
Charles street jail and they did not wish 
to have the jails become the laughing 
stock of the cummuuity by allowing the 
idea to gain currency that anyone could 
break away from them. Not until yes 
terday has it been possible for Houdint 
to get permission to try his skill on the 
cell locks of either, and the test at the 
city prison was watched with particu 
lar interest by the police 

There was a notable gathering pres 
ent to watch Houdini tesides Super- 
intendent Pierce and Captain Swan, the 
keeper of the city prison, there were 


| several other police officials and prom 
|} inent citizens 


and among the guests 
were General Nelson A. Miles, Hon 
Joshua B. Holden, a number of mem- 
bers of the Algonquin club and others. 

Houdini, after allowing the specta- 
tors to examine the cells and after keep- 


jing away from them himself so there 


could be no idea that he had secreted a 
stripped stark naked in one 
of the cells Then his clothes were 
locked in, and he was taken to a cell in 
another tler, where he was handcuffed 
and shackled with the best irons that 
the superintendent could find. Then 


| his curious spectators withdrew and he 


was left to his work. There are three 
exits from the city prison, one through 
the courthouse, another through police 
headquarters and a third through the 
prison office All three are always 
guarded. But Houdini found a fourth 

In the lronbound passage between the 
prison and the courthouse on the base 
ment floor there is a door which gives 
access to the prison yard. Houdini on 
his way to the Tombs gave one short 
glance at this door. He made no ré 
mark to anyone, but it was enough tode 
cide him on his course and once locked 
in the cell he determined to get out of 
the building without the jail officials 
knowing it 

In just 23 minutes from the time that 
he was locked in naked he telephoned 
from Keith's theatre that the police 
need wait no longer for him to eme rege 
from the cell. In fact, they had just 
decided not to do so, for some of the 
waiting guests had a few minutes be 
fore reported that they had spied the 
young man, fully dressed, rushing down 
Somerset street hill in the direction of 
Keith's. 

Then the mystified police officays set 
out to unravel the mystery. They 
found the handcuffs and shackles in the 
cell where he had left them His 
clothes were gone from the other cell 
and the door was open, and then they 
traced his passage through the winding 
| corridors, by two more locks, and then 
across the snow-covered yard and over 
the stone wall at the Somerset street 
side 

After seeing Houdini’s pei*ormance 
at the theatre last Saturday, the super 
intendent had been willing to believe | 
that perhaps he might break from the 
| handcuffs, and possibly from the cell, 
but to think that he could overcome 
other locks and get away from the] 
building, which it was thought was 
properly guarded at every possible place 
of escape, was more than had been bar 
gained for, and the chief could only say 
“If he ever tries it again I shall have to 
keep his clothes.” 

Superintendent Pierce has no expla 
nation to offer for the escape. Houdini 
has broken out of nearly every jail in 
the principal cities of the United States

William Rockefeller is 61 years old. 
He has lived under a tremendous nerv- 
ous strain strain for 40 years. He has 
been the speculative member of the 
Standard group of capitalists and has 
engineered all of the vast deals of that 
company in the stock market. Next 
to his eldest brother, John D. Rockefel- 
ler, he is probably the richest man in 
the United States. 

The malady which afflicts Rockefeller 
is said to be identical with that which 
caused the death of the late President 
Harper of the Chicago university, the 
institution to which John D. Rockefeller 
has given a great many millions.

The pupils on the first floor of the 
Whittier annex escaped easily, mar- 
shalled by two women teachers, but 
those above found themselves hemmed 
in by the rapidly increasing smoke. All 
the students except seven girls were 
safely guided down the main stairway 
through tongues of fire which singed 
their hair and burned their fingers as 
they hurried out. 
to a stone balcony overlooking the 
street. Smoke and fire issued from the 
wall behind them as they stood there 
screaming for help One of them, 
Stella Sargent, jumped and received a 
sprained leg. The others were re 
moved on ladders. 

One of the thrilling incidents of the 
fire was the rescue by a boy pupil of 
Miss Sue Merrill, a teacher on the second 
floor of the annex school house. The

Had Quincy and other suburban cities 
been awake when the bill relative to 
Metropolitan water apportionment was 
before the legislature, they might have 
prevented the establishment of the un- 
fair basis agreed upon, and thereby 
kept down the Quincy assessment. 

It is not so much for maintenance of 
the Metropolitan water system that the 
cities and towns of the district are 
taxed, but for construction. Probably 
maintevance of the system is a small 
item now compared with the annual ex- 
pense for watering debt and interest on 
the cost. | 

Taxation generally should be upon! 
valuation, and it should be in this case, 
for the payment of the cost of the Met- 
ropolitan water system. But the rich. 
towns like Brookline, Newton, Malden) 
and Milton engineered through the 
Legislature a measure which provides 
that the Metropolitan water asssess- | 
ment shall be levied one-third only on 
valaation and two-thirds un copsump- 
tion. 

Suppose Quincy should build a school- 
house for $60,000 and levy $20,000 on 
the property of the city and $40,000 
upon the parents of the 400 pupils at- 
tending, or $100 per pupil. Suppose 
the taxes for support of schools were 
levied per scholar instead of upon the 
valuation. 

Yet these water assessments are per 
capita or per consamption instead of | 
valuation, and the rich towns escape| 
their just share of the expense, and | 
manufacturing towns like Quincy bear 
a larger barden. 

It is largely to this new method of | 
apportioning the water assessments that 
Malden’s assessment is reduced aod 
Quincy's assessment is increased. But 
the figures for Malden and Quincy for 
1906 are only an estimate, and amount 
too little for comparison, 

Malden hasa population of 38,000 to 
28,000 for Quincy, and a valuation of | 
$34,000,00, to $24,000,000 for Quincy. 
On the basis of value and population, | 
the assessment of Malden increased | 
from 1904 to 1905, $3,220, where the 
increase in Quincy was only $1,749.

You have not 
answered the proposition we made to 
you. We sincerely believe that noth 
ing can now be done to improve the 
situation as it exists and has for the 
past three years existed in the coal re- 
gions.

They have 
been paid large wages. They have 
All the conditions attend 
ing the workingman’s prosperity are 
as favorable in the anthracite regions 
as it is possible to make them. Under 
these circumstances we have hoped 
that you would accept our proposition 
and until we hear from you we still con- 
tinue to indulge that hope.

Was Apparently Vented on the 


Coastwise Fleet 


WRECK OF LADY ANTRIM 


Marbichead Neck--Wife of a 
Barge Captain Drowned Off, 
New London-. Other Disas ers

Cap ain and Crew Met Death — 
| 


Marbilebead, Mass., March 21.—Smali 
fragments of the litthe Boothbay schoon- 
er Lady Antrim were found strewn 
along the outside of Marblehead neck, | 
off which she was wrecked In Monday 
night's storm, with the loss of all hands. 
Among the broken pieces of the vessel 
were recovered the bodies of two of her ! 
crew 

The vessel was so completely 
smashed up that it was some hours af- | 
ter the wreckage had been discovered | 
that her identity was learned from a 
portion of one of her sideboards. The 
first body was found high up on the 
beach at noon yesterday, while tbe other 
was hauled out of the surf about 5 
o'clock yesterday afternoon. 

From the distribution of wreckage 
siong the neck, it is thought that the} 
Lady Autrim struck either on Tom | 
Moore’s rocks or Tinker’s island late 
Monday night, but that she did not go 
to pieces until early yesterday. 

The first body was discovered by two 
boys, William Prescott and Edwin 
Snow, well up on the beach on the south 
side of the neck. The boys were walk- 
ing along the beach and came upon a} 
portion of the bull. Going} 
along further, they found the body ly- 
ing at the height of the morning's .

A search was at once begun for other 
It was an easy matter to fol 
low the wreckage around the neck, as 
there was scarcely a yard that did not 
have some piece of the unfortunate 
coaster. The party searched for sev- 
eral hours, but it was 5 o’clock before 
the second body was recovered 

About the same time a portion of the 
vessel's stern, on which was the word 
“Boothbay.” was reeovered a few bun- 
dred yards further along the beach. 
This was the first indication of the hail- 
ing port of the vessel. Just before dark 
one of the searchers picked up a side- 
board on which were the words “Lady 
Antrim,” which at last established the 
Identity of the coaster. 

A portion of her mainmast, which 
had been repaired, as well as an empty 
dory and a portion of the after-house, 
were among the principal objects 
which were found on the shore, butasa 
rule the vessel had been broken up s0 
completely by the waves and rocks that 
the pieces were of small dimensions. 
Last evening what appeared to be a 
bed quilt was found fastened to a spar 
in a manner which seemed to indicate 
that those on board had tried to use it 
as a signal. 

The searchers along the beach had a 
hard time, as the snow was deep and 
heavy. As far as can be learned no sig- 
nals of distress or lights were heard or 
seen off Marblehead neck during the 
night. The beach is not patrolled by 
any lifesaving crew and the only per- 
sons on the neck are three caretakers of 
summer estates 

The Lady Antrim sailed from Prov- 
incetown Monday morning with a car- 
go of sand for Rockland, Me., and was 
manned by five men. 

The Lady Antrim was one of the old- 
est coasters In the service, having been 
bullt in 1857. She was owned and com- 
manded by J. H. McClintock of Booth- 
bay Harbor, Me., and it is believed here 
that he was one of the victims of the 
wreck. °

Twelve Hours In the Rigging)

Upon the present day devotion of these 
people to the United States, their great 
patriotism and loyally to the stars and 
stripes, although few have ever seen the 
flag. Of their pathetic longing for 
education and intelligent intercourse 
with the outside world. Also of the 
tremendous efforts made by their young 
men and women as well as the gray 
headed to obtain even ordinary instruc- 
tion in the rudiments of learning. Dr. 
Hill was well worth listening to, know- 
ing his subject well, being himself an 
educated mountaineer. After his 
appeal, adjournment was made to the 
large reception room where on inter- 
esting lecture on Russia followed.

Censorship May Account For 
Absence of Confirmation of 
Reports--Mutiny Leader Did 
Noi Fail Until Fourth Volley 


St. Petersburg, March 21.—Most 
sensational reports are current that the 
execution of former Lieutenant 
Schmidt, leader of the navy revolt at 
Sebastopol in November last, which 
has made a deep impression throughout 
Russia, has been followed by an exten- 
sive mutiny of saliors at Sebastopol, the 
massacre of their officers and the fort- 
ress firing upon the city. No press dis- 
patches confirming the story have been 
received, but if the report should prove 
to be true the absence of these might 
be accounted for by the imposition of a 
censorship. 

The alleged news came in the form 
of two cipher telegrams to a prominent 
member of the Social Revolutionary 
party, such as the revolutionists have 
sometimes been able to transmit 
through accomplices in the telegraph of- 
fices when the public, and even the gov- 
ernment, has been unable to commuci- 
cate. 

As translated and displayed at the of- 
fices of radical newspapers here the 
telegrams say briefly that the sailors, 
infuriated by the refusal of Emperor 
Nicholas to pardon Schmidt and their 
fellow sailors, rose in their barracks 
and seized and imprisoned the ma- 
jority of their officers. The dispatches 
add that the city of Sebastopol is al- 
most entirely in flames. It is also 
stated that a student at the Technolog- 
ical institute has received a similar tele- 
gram. 

The admiralty affects ignorance as to 
the occurrence of any such affair. The 
papers, in view of the menace of the 
new press law which provides that 
they may be closed up for spreading 
false reports affecting the army or 
navy, are afraid to take chances by pub- 
lishing the story. 

Schmidt is being made a hero anda 
martyr by the revolutionists of this 
city. The boys of the St. Petersburg 
gymuasium struck yesterday in order 
to compel the offering up of prayers in 
school for the repose of the soul of the 
lieutenant. 

The Russ prints a detailed account of 
the execution, from which {ft appears 
that when Schmidt received the news 
that the authorities had refused to com- 
mute the death penalty, he wept for the 
three sailors, his companions, saying 
they were so young and honest, and he 
would prefer to die alone. 

The condemned men were taken to 
the small, deserted island of Borizan 
and were shot at sunrise. Schmidt ad- 
dressed his executioners, 60 sailors of 
the crulser Teretz, saying: “I die for 
the Russian people and the fatherland, 
and many of you doubtless will here- 
after share my death for the same 
cause.” 

Schmidt refused to accept the sacra- 
ment and asked not to be blindfolded. 
He met his death with head up and 
eyes open. The firing party was sta- 
tioned at a distance of 50 paces. Two 
of the sallors were killed at the first 
volley and one more thethird. Schmidt 
did not fall until the fourth volley. 


Sympathy of Workmen 

Moscow, March 21.—The social demo- 
crats and revolutionaries of this city 
are mourning the death of Lieutenant 
Schmidt. Thousands of workmen wear 
crape on thelr arms and funeral! ser- 
vices were held in the chapels of many 
factories. The population generally is 
also deeply affected. Requiem masses 
have been sald in several churches. 


Packers’ Pieas Not Well Founded 

Chicago, March 21.—Attorney Gen- 
eral Moody spoke nearly all day in the 
hearing of the immunity pleas ad- 
vanced by the packers. He declared 
with considerable sarcasm that the 
pleas of the packers were not well 
founded and that they could not be en- 
titled to immunity, because they had 
given their evidence of their own free 
will and had not been placed on oath 
nor subjected to compulsion of any 
kind. 


A Quincy Tug: 
For Jamaica 


The tugboat Katie built by The 
Baker Yacht Basin Co., for the United 
Fruit Co., for use in the harbor at Ja- 
maica aod which was launched last 
week, steamed up to Boston on Tues- 
day, aod will be sent to Jamaica on the 
deck gf the Admiral Dewey which sails 
next week. The Katie is 44 feet long 
and 12 feet beam, and is equipped with 
a compound engine. 


Foundry Wash Rooms. 


Senator Nevin of this district intro- 
duced in the Senate on Tuesday an a- 
mend megt to the ‘‘foundry bill” (which 
compels the providing of rooms where 
employees may wash and change per- 
spiration-soaked clothes) making it ap 
ply only to establishments the chief 
business of which is the operation of a 
foundry, 

Senator Cassidy introduced an 
amendment making one toilet room 
sufficient. Senator Clark submitted a 
new draft whichwould make it apply to 
every foundry, and putting the respon- 
sibility for enforcement on the district 
police instead of the factory inspector. 


Mescew Gank Leeted 

Moscow, March 21.—The Credit Mu- 
tual, one of the largest banks in Mos- 
cow, was mysteriously robbed by 20 
masked men early last night, the rob- 
bers securing $32,500. It was an ex- 
tremely daring job. The bank is situ- 
ated in the heart of the city and the 
street was crowded with people. It is 
the general impression that the key to 
the mystery Is within the bank itself. 


Cancer in Roockefelicr’s Tongue 

New York, March 21.—The Evening 
Post says that confirmation has been 
obtained of statements that William 
Rockefeller is suffering from cancer, 
but not of the virulent type reported. 
Rockefeller has a cancerous growth at 
the base of the tongue. No confirma- 
tion can be had of the report that 
Rockefeller’s trouble bas developed in- 
to cancer of the stomach.

One day at noon I went to the door 
and stood looking out. Everybody was 
at dinner, and I could see no soldier 
except the oldish sentinel, who I no 
ticed was thinking about something 
besides his guard duty. It was a crazy 
thing to do, but my life as a prisoner 
was a burden to me, I watched the 
sentinel till he turned to walk with his 
back to me, then like a flash slipped 
out the door and ran like a deer to the 
corner where a street sloped down to 
the river. As I turned a ball came 
whizzing past me, and I knew I had 
been discovered. The sentinel chased 
me, and, although I was much younger 
than he, 1 was weakened by confine- 
ment. He caught up with me just as 
I was getting behind a pile of lumber. 
I turned and shot him with my revolv- 
er. Darting on, I saw a cellar win- 
dow open and crawled in. Searchers 
passed my hiding place a dozen times 
without thinking to enter, and when it 
was dark I crawled out, dodged along 
down the river bank, found a boat and 
floated on the bosom of the historic 
James. How I reached Old Point Com- 
fort and our ships would make a story 
of itself. 

After inspecting Libby I presented 
my letter of introduction to Mr. 
Porcher. Now, there would be noth- 
ing in this story except the hair- 
breadth escape, of which there were 
thousands in that war, had not my 
host had a pretty daughter ten years

my junior, between whom and me 
there sprang a case of love at first 
sight.

FAINTED IN COURT 
Alleged Gitano Overcome by 


Acting of Death Scene 

Augusta, Me., Mareh 22.—Mrs. Alice 
F. Cooper, who is being tried in the su- 
preme court, charged with the murder 
ef Charles Nortby, broke down com- 
pletely yesterday afternodn when, for 
the third time since ber trial began, the 
scene of Northy’s death was repro 
duced graphically for the benefit of 
judge and jurors. George Peaslee, 4 
court messenger, impersonated the vic- 
tim, lying upon the floor of the court- 
room with his head supported by @ 
blood-soaked cushion. Around him the 
furniture of the room in the Cooper 
house, where the tragedy occurred, was 
carefully arranged, especially a rock- 
ing chair in which, according to the 
state's theory, the slayer of Northy was 
seated. 

When Edwin Bullock, a witness for 
the prosecution, told with much detail 
of the finding of the dying man in the 
room, and of the subsequent removal of 
the blood which had streamed over the 
floor, Mrs. Cooper was extremely agi- 
tated, and later fainted from the nerv- 
ous strain and the effects of the grue- 
some recital. After she had been re 
vived and had returned to the court- 
room Bullock continued bis testimony. 
He said that on several occasions last 
summer he saw Mrs. Cooper walking 
out with Northy. 

James Wingate, an aged farmer, told 
of the watch he kept over the injured 
man in the dining room of the Cooper 
home while a neighbor was seeking for 
the coroner to notify him of the shoot- 
ing. Wingate testified that he heard 
Northy gasp and saw his hands clutch 
nervously several times. The witness 
also said that tiree weeks before the 
death of Northy, he had seen Mrs 
Cooper and Northy seated together in a 
hammock 


Saliors’ Severe Experience 

Boston, March 22.—Fishing schooner 
Margaret Dillon landed at T wharf six

o| POWERS 


Russian Parliament Will Exist 
In Name Only 


GOVERNMENT Is WILY 


It Is Intrenched at Every Point 
Against Assaulis by Legisia- 
tors--Latter Can be Got Rid of 
If They Become Too Inquisitive 
St. Petersburg, March 22.—The im- 

perial manifesto and the ukases which 
incorporate in the fundamental law of 
the empire the provisions for a national 
assembly in Russia, promised in the 
manifesto last fall, constitute neither a 
constitution nor a “bill of rights” for the 
Russian people. They do create a popu- 
lar assembly, but the powers granted 
to it are so hedged about with restric- 
tious and conditions that it would be 
rather a parliament in name than ip 
fact. 

Nevertheless, by the terms of the 
manifesto the czar seems powerless to 

voke what he has now given. This 
constitutes the great victory which the 
people have won. They at last have an 
authoritative medium through which 
they can make their voice heard and itis 
in this assembly probably that the great 
historical struggle against prerogative 
and privilege will be fought out. 

An examination of the documents 
shows clearly that their purpose has 
been to intrench the government at 
every point against the assaults of the 
pr 2'2. The council of the empire, or 
upper chamber, as reorganized, pro- 
vides for the election of only half the 
members and these are chosen by the 
nobility, clergy, zemstvos and commer- 
cial interests, so that with the other 
half directly nominated by the crown 
the government can always interpose a 
decision of the council as a buffer be- 
tween it and the direct representatives 
of the people in the douma, or lower 
house. 

Besides certain important questions, 
notably, malfeasance in office for mem- 
bers of the council of the empire, the 
cabinet, the provincial general govern- 
ors and other functionaries of the gov 
ernment belonging to the three high- 
est ranks in the Russian hierarchy are 
excluded entirely from the jurisdiction 
of the parliament and are consigned to 
committees, or “commissions” as they 
are called, of the council of the empire. 
But the composition of such commit- 
tees is restricted to the members ap- 
poluted by the czar. 

Other questions which go to similar 
committees are those relating to the 
reports of the minister of finance on the 
cash in the treasury and savings banks, 
reports on the state pawnshops and 
matters relating to the law of primo 
geniture and to titles conferred by the 
crown. These are all subjects which 
the representatives of the people will 
probably want to inquire into. 

The main weapon retained by the 
ezar is his power to dissolve parliament 
at will. This, coupled with the govern- 
ment’s ability to promulgate “tempo- 
rary laws,” leaves the government 
master of the situation whenever it 
cares to employ this means of ridding 
itself of parliament when the latter 
has grown too inquisitive or trouble- 
some. 

Instead of leaving to the chambers 
the creation of the rules and questions 
ef procedure which are to govern them 
they are carefully prescribed in the 
ukase and the cumbersome and compli- 
eated machinery devised is largely for 
the purpose of crippling parliament in 
its struggle against the government. 

The work of all committees is done 
In secret. Bills instead of being intro- 
duced on the Initiative of a single mem- 
ber and referred automatically to com- 
mittees, as In the American congress, 
must be supported by the signature of 
at least 30 members and accompanied 
by an explanatory statement to compel 
the president to start them on their 
way through the legislative grist mill. 

All idea that the cabinet would be re- 
sponsible to parliament Is abandoned. 
Even the privilege of interpellating the 
ministers turns out to be vague and 
perhaps Ineffective. This right is spe- 
cifically confined to inquiries relating 
to alleged violations of law by minis- 
ters or their subordinates. But such an 
inquiry is practically invalidated by 
laws governing it. 

The immunity enjoyed by members 
ef the two houses is rather vague. 
They are not responsible for opinions 
expressed in parilament and incur no 
responsibility toward their electors. 
They can be deprived of their liberty 
only by a decision of a court and can- 
not be arrested for debt. At the same 
time members can be deprived of their 
liberty with the authorization of the 
body to which they belong or for crim- 
inal acts committed In the discharge of 
their duties if they have been arrested 
“the same day or the next day after 
the criminal! act was committed.”

UP TO HAMILTON 


He Alone Can Account For 


About $1,300,000 


WENT INTO HIS HANDS 


New York Life Investigators) HO! FOR HIAWATHA’S CAMP. 


Gave Every Opportunity For 
an Explanation Before Legal 
Proceedings Were Begun 


New York, March 23.—A reply to An- 
drew Hamilton's letter refusing to ap- 
pear before the Fowler investigating 
committee of the New York Life Insur- 
ance company was given out last night 
by acting Chairman Mackay of the 
committee. The letter, which is ad 
dressed to Hamilton, quotes in full cer- 
tain messages and cablegrams passing 
between Hamilton and the committee, 
this correspondence indicating, the com 
mittee members declare, their desire to 
secure an accounting of the large sums 


| of the company's money placed in the 


hands of the legislative agent. 
The letter declares that at the first 


meeting of the committee after his re- 
| tufn to this country a registered letter 


was sent to Hamilton stating that an 
action in court for an accounting of the 
company’s funds had been authorized 
and that under the circumstances the 
committee would not ask him to appear 
before it. But if he desired to be heard, 


| the committee would be glad to fixa 


time to suit his convenience 

“At the same time,” the letter con- 
tinues, “the committee requested coun- 
sel in charge of the action directed to be 
brought against you by the board of 
trustees to defer the service of papers 
until you had a reasonable opportunity 
to reply to this invitation. Having 
waited until March 19 without hearing 
from you, it withdrew that request. It 
must be said that your previous actions 
did not encourage the committee in the 
hope that you would avail yourself of 
the opportunity to appear before it. 

“The committee has endeavored in 
vain before this to secure, through your 
attendance, information which you 
alone can give of the disposition of the 
large sums of the company’s money 
placed in your hands.” 

The letter then quotes cablegrams 
dated in January showing its efforts to 
get into communication with Hamilton. 
A reply from Hamilton to the commit- 
tee’s representative in Paris is given in 
which the writer says he “must again 
assure the board of trustees of the com- 
pany that I will, just as soon as possi- 
ble, attend their sessions, but that I can- 
not, because of my nervous derange- 
ment, comply with their peremptory 
demand to return at once.” 

The letter continues: “The commit- 
tee desired your presence because it 
was charged with the duty of ascertain 
ing not only what moneys you had re 
ceived, but what you had done with 
them. That duty was imposed upon it 
by the mandate of the Armstrong com 
mittee. The main question before the 
committee as to your matters was what 
had you done with the company’s mon 
eys, amounting to about $1,300,000, 
which in one way or another had come 
into your hands during the past 10 
years. You alone could tell us as to the 
great bulk of them. 

“Something over $100,000 appears 
from your vouchers to have them paid 
to you for legal services. Your receipts 
for the $600,000 or thereabouts re 
ceived for what has been called your 
legislative bureau were simply receipts 
in the ordinary form and throw no light 
on what you had done with the money 
They did not show, nor did any records 
or books of the company, that there was 
a legislative or secret service bureau, or 
that you were engaged in any such 
work. The vouchers you signed for 
the various sums aggregating $235,000 
which Mr. McCall repaid because you 
did not, read that you were to account 
forthem. At that time you were acting 
in a legal capacity for the company in 
connection with its real esate purchases 
and mortgage loans. There was no rea 
son for any one on the auditing commit 
tee to suspect that you would notac 
count in accordance with the terms of 
the vouchers, though you have not done 
80.” 

After referring to others of the Hamil 
ton transactions disclosed in the insur 
ance investigation, the letter concludes: 

“These facts make clear the reason 
why the committee desired from you 
the information you could furnish as to 
the use and disposition of these large 
sums of money. Had that information 
disclosed that any of these sums had 


} been used by you for improper purposes 


there would have been no shielding by 
this committee of any officer or trustee 
who had approved such payments. 

“Referring to your letter. you say 
that the committee should by this time 
con 
tained in Its report of Feb. 7, 1906, ‘are 
seriously wrong.’ That report is a plain 
statement of facts, which is not im 
peached in any particular by anything 
you have said, and which is corrobo 
rated by the report of the Armstrong 
committee. 

“Your statement that any document 
In the company’s official files which 
have been brought to the attention ot 
the committee, or any official action 
spread upon the records of the proceed. 
ings of this committee, or any corre 
spondence to which it has had access, 
has been ignored by It to give a false 
color to any of your transactions or to 
make unwarranted accusations against 
you, is absolutely without the slightest 
foundation.” 

The letter is signed by Mr. Mackay, 
acting for the Fowler committee.

Conservative Esiimates Place 
Number at More Than 800,000 

New York, March 23.—The New 
York state branch of the American Na- 
tional Red Cross has issued a state 
Ment as to famine conditions In Japan. 
It is explained that, owing to the na- 
tional characteristics of the Japanese 
ja not calling for help, these facts bave 
just become known. 

“The famine in Japan,” the statement 
says, “is now known to be one of the 
most terrible starvation emergencies of 
modern times. The failure of the rice 

crops, which at one time was believed 
| to be limited to certain classes only in 


the northern provinces, has been found }. 


to be general in those parts of Japan, 
and conservative estimates place the 
humber of starving Japanese at from 
$00,000 to 1,000,000 people. For these, 
owing to extended rains last summer, 
which have ruined the rice and other 
food crops, there is absolutely no relief 
in sight until next October, when a new 
harvest will be available 

“As if this were not bad enough, the 
present winter has been one of the most 
severe in Japan for many years. The 
total sum which will be required to save 
the Japanese country people is $16,000,- 
| 000. This is estimated by allowing for 

a cost of 10 cents per person per day.”

SAVED BY COURAGE. —

Mr. Becke, the author of “Notes 
From My South Sea Log,” tells of his 
tutor, who seemed to him the most 
heroic man in the world because he 
bad been through the first Maori war 
and because of av adventure which 
there befell him, aud which is given as 
follows:

SHORT LIVED DOCTORS. 


Disenpes Which Are Most Deadly to 
the Medical Profession. 

The diseases which claim the most 
victims among physicians relatively to 
all males are gout and diabetes, and 
there is a high relative mortality from 
diseases of the nervous system, circula- 
tory system and kidneys, says the Sci- 
entific American 

From the nature of his habits the 
physician is not subject to accidents, 
and, though he is brought into contact 
with infection to a greater extent than 
other men, his preventive means are 
successful and his mortality from in- 
fection is very low. Freedom from pro- 
longed muscular strains aud high blood 
tension apparently saves him from 
arteriosclerosis, but suicide claims 
many and so do the drug habits ac- 
quired by the nervously exhausted. It 
has been said that three-fourths of 
French morphine users are physicians. 

The cause of the physician's early 
death is evidently the excessive nerv- 
ous expenditure, insufficient rest and 
defective nutrition, inseparable from 
his calling, with its broken and restrict- 
ed sleep, irregular hours of work, rest 
and meals and worry when lives de- 
pend upon his judgment and the lack 
of a day of complete relaxation in each 
week. The physician who sees bis pa- 
tients every day in the week, month 
after month, and cannot learn to forget 
them when he goes home merely burns 
the candle at both ends. He violates 
the law observed by every animal, that 
there shall be short periods of moder- 
ate exertion interrupted by longer peri- 
ods of rest when repairs are made. It 
is not too much work as a rule, but 
scattered work, which prevents rest.

It Would Strengthen Russo- 
American Political Ties 


ALLIES IN THE FAR EAST 


Furtherance of Project Under 
American Direction Would 
Tend to Increase Confidence 
In Russia’s Foreign Policy 


St. Petersburg, March 23.—The sym- 
pathy of Emperor Nicholas, Premier 
Witte and other members of the minis- 
try, as well as of powerful influences 
at court, have been enlisted by Baron 
de Lobel in the project of the Amer- 
ican-Trans-Alaskan Siberian company 
for the construction of a tunnel under 
Bering strait from East cape to Kansk 
and the building of 3000 miles of rail- 
way to connect it with the Siberian rail- 
way, and the opposition of a portion of 
the bureaucracy, which fought the 
scheme bitterly because the negotia- 
tions were conducted over their heads, 
is breaking down. 

The outlook for a favorable decision 
is now bright. In addition to the bene- 
fits whieh will accrue to the nation by 
the development of the resources of the 
present waste of northeastern Siberia, 
the imperial family owns an immense 
extent of land which will be benfited. 
The national defense committee also 
considers the project as essential from 
a strategic point of view, and, more 
important still, there is in the higher 
government spheres a distinct disposi- 
tion to cultivate the United States as 
Russia’s natural ally in the Far East. 

It is believed that by interesting 
Americans materially in Siberia the po- 
litical ties between the two countries 
will be strengthened. A statement to 
this effect has been submitted by For 
eign Minister Lamsdorff to the commis- 
sion which has been considering the pro 
ject, which statement really amounts to 
an important declaration of foreign 
policy, as is evident from the follow- 
ing extract: 

“From the standpoint of general 
policy the project is considered more 
than desirable. The investment of for- 
eign capital, and especially American, 
in an enterprise so important for Rus- 
sia, will certainly tend to an economic, 
financial and political Russo-American 
rapproachement. It will also contribute 
to the creation of greater confidence in 
our foreign policy, which sensibly suf- 
fered by recent events. By interesting 
Americans we will be the better able 
to combat the injurious agitation 
against us which produced so much 
harm before the Russo-Japanese war. I 
believe the projected railroad would 
serve to paralyze any aggressive move- 
ment against us in the Far East. Every- 
thing which can help to place Russia 
in a more independent position with re- 
gard to Japan and China cannot fail 
to strengthen Russia both in the Far 
East and in Europe.” 

Six of the 12 representatives of the 
various ministries on the commission 
already have pronounced in favor of the 
project. General Bolddureff, repre- 
senting the ministry of the imperial 
household, told the commission how 
much the czar was interested and per- 
sonally challenged the arguments of M. 
Toulchinski, who has combatted the 
project. M. Grebnetsky, on behalf of 
the ministry of the interior, went to the 
extent of declaring that if the railroad 
was not constructed Russia's position 
on the Pacific would be lost. He ex- 
pressed the opinion that the railroad 
was feasible and that Americans were 
capable of carrying out the project. 

Baron De Lobel is making the 
changes in the proposed line of the rail- 
road which were suggested by the com- 
mittee of national defense on strategic 
considerations. 


Panama immigration Law 

Panama, March 23.—A decree issued 
by President Amador prohibits the 
landing in the republic of Panama of 
foreigners not owning at least $15 un- 
less they are under contract to work 
on the canal, and also excluding those 
whom the health officers find to be un- 
able to earn a livelihood by manual! !a- 
bor upless they can show that they 
hive means of supporting themselves. 
Steamship companies disobeying the de 
cree will be compelled to return the 
emigrants and pay a heavy fine.

Indianapolis, March 23.—The joint 
scale committees of coal operators and 
miners of the central competitive and 
of the southwestern districts adjourned 
last evening until today, divided on 
every proposal that had been made by 
either side. The committees apparent- 
ly are no nearer an agreement than they 
were on Feb 2, when the former joint 
conference disagreed and adjourned. 


Controtier’s Life Threatened 

Pittsburg, March 23.—Controller Lar- 
kin has received a postal card mailed 
In Allegheny and evidently written by 
a foreigner, stating that the writer will 
call upon him in a day or two and kill 
him. Falling to see him at his office 
he will watch for him on the street and 
warns Larkin to be prepared to die. 
The matter has been placed in the 
hands of postoffice inspectors.

St. Johns, March 23.—The colonial 
legislature unanimously adopted a reso- 
lution favoring old age pensions, the 
terms of the grant to be determined by 
a commission.

FOLLOWED WHENEVER POSSIBLE 


Associate Jurist of the Supreme 
Court Has Agreed to Write His 
Opinicus According to Keform 
Methods of Orthography — Twelve 
Words to Be Changed as « Begin- 
zming—More to Be Added Soon. 


“I have agreed to use the new sim- 
plified method in spelling in writing 
my opinions,” said Associate Justice 
David J. Brewer of the United States 
supreme court in Washington, when 
asked recently by the New York World 
concerning his joining in the new 
movement. “For some time I have fol- 
lowed the practice of shortening my 
spelling of certain words, as ‘altho,’ 
‘thru’ and ‘program.’ Of course I can- 
not control the actions of the supreme 
court in the matter of spelling, but 
have adopted the new method for my 
own use. 

“The spelling of many educated men 
is atrocious. They never will learn to 
spell according to the rules of the Eng- 
lish language. But if the simplified 
method is adopted I believe it will help 
them. 

“There is no reason why we should 
not spell words the way they are pro 
nounced. The adoption of this system 
would save time and labor, and after 
the prejudice against the reform has 
disappeared some progress will be 
made in this direction. 

“Of course the new system will seem 
strange until the people become accus- 
tomed to it. So did the old style of 


standard of length. Down to 1824 the 
original standard ef Britain, from 
which ours was copied, was a rod, 
which bad been deposited in the court 
of exchequer, London, in the time of 
Queen Elizabeth. In those days all 
measures intended for general use 
were taken to the court of exchequer 
to be examined by the proper officer. 
That official took the proposed meas- 
ure and placed it parallel with the 
standard and if found correct placed 
certain marks of identification upon it. 
By an act of parliament in 1824 the 
old Elizabethan standard was super- 
seded by another, which had been con- 
structed under the directions of the 
Royal society sixty-four years previ- 
ous. This act provided that “the 
straight line of distance between the 
centers of two points in the gold studs 
in the brass rod now in the custody of 
the clerk of the house of commons 
shall be the genuine standard of the 
yard measure in Great Britain.” The 
act further provided that the measure- 
ments of the rod must be made when 
the temperature of the brass was at 62 
degrees F. 

The standard was destroyed by fire 
in 1834, and the commission appointed 
to replace it made the yard measure 
now in use. The new standard was de- 
posited in the house of parliament in 
1855, and authenticated copies of it 
are in the possession of our govern- 
ment officials at Washington.

In a short time it is the purpose 
of the society to enlarge the number 
of words which will be spelled the 
way they are pronounced. 

“For years my brother, who was 
connected with a college in lowa, was 
interested in this movement. He vis- 
ited the Sandwich Islands, and my 
niece was called on to write a com- 
position, the subject belng the ‘Sand- 
wich Islands.’ She came to me for 
some information, and I referred her 
to my brother. He wrote her an inter- 
esting letter on the subject, using the 
new method of spelling. This letter 
gave much valuable information the 
other scholars could not obtain and 
was the means of my niece winning 
the prize. For days she studied the 
letter and spent much time in commit- 
ting it to memory. She was asked 
why she did not read the letter or sub- 
mit it in the competition. She replied 
that she was ashamed to do so, as it 
would show the other scholars what a 
‘poor speller’ her uncle was.” 


Gen Cotton as Fael.

ARTIFICIAL BALDNESS. 


The Aacient and Strange Custom of 
Shaving the Head. 

A historical inquiry into the origin 
of the custom of shaving the head, 
which is practiced In several countries, 
would be interesting. 

It was not until the fifth century that 
in Europe priests began to shave their 
crowns. The Roman clergy then adopt- 
ed the circular method and shaved 
that small round spot on the top of 
the head which is known as the ton- 
sure. In Scotland, however, the monks 
shaved the whole of the fore part of 
the head from ear to ear. 

In the Andaman islands every man 
shaves his head, or, rather, gets his 
wife to shave it for him. Many other 
orientals also get baldheaded. 

As for the Chinaman, his method of 
shaving is exactly opposed to that of 
the Roman monk. He shaves all buta 
round patch, the hair of which grows 
long and forms the pigtail. 

When the difficulty of shaving the 
head is borne In mind the true strange- 
ness of the custom becomes doubly 
apparent. It is hard to see the ad- 
vautage of it, yet In one form or an- 
other and at one time or other it has 
been practiced ip nearly every country. 


Creel Elephant Hunters. 

A correspondent of the London Times 
writes of elephant hunting in Africa: 
“The most deadly method of killing ele- 
phants, and that most frequently em- 
ployed by the natives of east Africa, 
is the pit, sufficiently deep—roughly 
twenty feet—long and wide to engulf 
and hold an elephant.

The shooting of Mrs. Tucker by her 
24-year-old husband is said to have 
been most deliberate and cold-blooded. 
Tucker himseif has confessed that he 
had intended to commit the murder on 
Sunday, but that his courage had falled 
him and that he had simply spent the 
day with his wife at the Baker home, 
By members of the Baker family it was 
said that the couple were apparently 
very happy at the time. 

Tucker made no attempt to escape 
after the shooting and was arrested 
shortly afterwards. He claims that he 
killed his wife because he believed she 
had been unfaithful to him. The shoot- 
ing took place in the kitchen of the 
Baker house. There were no witnesses 
of the deed, the members of the Baker 
family being out of the room. 

Mrs. Baker, who is an adopted 
daughter of Tucker's parents, char- 
acterizes Tucker as lazy and shiftless. 
He was married about two years ago. 
He has, it is said, a police record in 
Hartford. It is also said that his wife, 
who was 26 years old, had also been 
arrested for drinking 


Tortured and Groilied to Death 

Hilo, Hawaii, March 27.—Seven 
Koreans were yesterday convicted of 
murder in the first degree and sen- 
tenced to death for having tortured and 
burned a Korean suspected of stealing 
$50 from another Korean. The man 
was beaten with sticks and stones and 
as he still refused to confess, they 
rubbed salt in his wounds and lacerated 
him with a saw, keeping him from 
lapsing into unconsciousness by giv- 
Ing him wine. When this torture 
failed they rubbed Japanese soy into 
the wounds, causing excruciating 
pain. Finally the man was held over 
a fire and broiled until he died. 


Miners’ Oemangs May Be Rejectec 

Indianapolis, March 27.—The Unitec 
Mine Workers of America yesterday 
afternoon presented to the coal opera- 
tors in the executive session of the 
joint scale committees of the central 
competitive district their ultimatum on 
the dispute over the wage scale. The 
demand of the miners is for a restora- 
tion of the wage scale of 1903, which 
is an increase of 5.55 percent. It is 
anticipated that the reply will be a re- 
fusal by the operators and that the 
question will be debated before the 
joint convention. There seems to be 
little prospect for an agreement. 


Furnishes Weage For Turkey 

London, March 27.—Turkey has not 
yet replied to Great Britain's demand 
for the withdrawal of Turkish troops 
from Tabah, on the Anglo-Egyptian 
frontier of the Senai peninsula, which 
Great Britain claims to be Egyptian 
territory, while Turkey claims it is part 
of the Ottoman empire. Great Britain 
believes that It will not be necessary 
to use force to compel the withdrawal 
of Turkish troops. While the town is 
not important, to allow Turkish occu- 
pation of it would be admitting a 
wedge which in time might lead to fur- 
ther advances upon Egypt. 


Baliconists’ Severe Experience 

Copenhagen, March 27.—Two Ger- 
man soldiers left Berlin in a balloon 
and crossed the Baltic in a fierce snow- 
storm. As they were nearing the Swe- 
dish coast the storm caused a rent in 
the balloon, permitting the gas to as- 
cape. The men were obliged to cut 
away the basket, throw out its contents 
and cling to the net. It was two hours 
before they landed, exhausted, at 
Kariskrona. 


Six Kitied In Railroad Disaster 

Casper, Wyo., March 27.—Six rail 
road laborers were killed and a score 
were injured, several probably fatally, 
when a work train dropped into a 
swollen river through an undermined 
bridge near Natsona. 


Hole Punched In Steamer 
St. Johns, March 27.—Steamer Lon- 
don City, which left here for Liverpool, 
has returned, having struck ice or a 
sunken wreck when 180 miles off the 
coast, punching a hole in the port bow.

Editors Daily Ledger: 

In justice to the temperance interests 
of the State, and as one who for many 
years has been active in the preserva- 
tion of the restrictive features of the 
liquor laws, I cannot leta statement io 
the letter of Mr. Edward J, Sandberg 
in your colamns of yesterday go un- 
challenged. This gentleman has told 
your readers that the *‘Abutters’ Bill’’ 
was ‘‘not introduced by liquor men or 
liquor interests.’’ The following is 
sufficient proof that Mr. Sandberg is in 
error on this point. The title page of 
House Bill No. 1060 reads:

League, for legislation relative to the 
objections of owners of real estate to 
the granting of licenses for the sale of 
intoxicating liquors, report the aecom- 
pany bill.

This has been true during 
ailthe years that a modification or 
repeal of this statute bas been sought, 

The bill, as reported by the com- 
mittee, recognizes vested rights in the 
liquor traffic, places a permanent lien 
upon real estate, transfers the burden 
of proof from the liquor dealer to the 
property owner and involves the latter 
in lengthy court proceedings in order 
to establish his rights under the statute 
in question, and, in the last named 
case, grave doubts of jadgment in bis 
favor. 

Mr. Sandberg gave the bill his vote 
and support in its most objectionable 
form and his explanation (?) does not, 
to my mind, make his action satis- 
factory to his constituents.

GOMPERS DESCRIBED. 


Pen Picture of the President of the 
American Federation. 

The following description of Samuel 
Gompers given by the Pittsburg Dis- 
patch, a veritable pen picture, will be 
of interest to all who know the doughty 
¢hampion of labor: 

“Imagine first of all an aggressive, 
positive, stocky example of American- 
ism. Then lend with this the voice of 
a tragedian and the face of a bishop 
and you have Gompers—Samuel Gon- 
pers, president of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. He has a dynamic per- 
sonality, one that grips and holds you, 
and when you see and hear him you 
know in an instant why he is the fore 
most union craftsman of the continent 
of North America. 

“He is short, wears a frock coat, but 
you forget the details of clothes when 
you look into those fighting eyes. Those 
eyes have a setting of spectacles, but 
giass or gold cannot hide the aggressive 
glint, cannot hide the touch of softness 
that comes when the bishop in him suc- 
ceeds the militant. 

“To hear one speech is to kuow that 
he understands men. His mouth is 
not small, and there is a fascinating 
study in the play of his lips. In bis 
talk he reveals bimself as something 
above the genera! public estimate. He 
is not alone a champion of apn eight 
hour day. He wants men to work and 
to work hard, not only to support them- 
selves and their families, but to earn 
an honest leisure whereby they may 
deepen and broaden their lives. It is 
the life that Gompers wants to im- 
prove. His ideals are high and pure, if 
his speech is any criterion. He is of 
that rarest and most effective combina- 
tion in humanity—a man of dreams 
and action. 

“His delivery is deliberate, and his 
enunciation, if anything, almost too 
precise. He says ‘par-tic-u-lar-i-ty.’ 
He does not glide over sounds, and just 
the slightest touch of the British creeps 
into bis pronunciation. 

“But it is not all idealistic or bene- 
dictory, if there is such a word, He 
can snap the whip of scorn, and the 
sting of his words smarts. It is impos- 
sible to reproduce the effect of a little 
sentence from a recent talk, which 
Tan: 8 

“‘Some eat to work, some sleep to 
work, some dream to work, and it 
seems that some are born only to 
work.’ In cold type this is fairly 
rhythmic, but in the mouth of Gompers 
it is a sardonic trumpet call.”

NURSE 1S IN JAIL 


Thought to Have Given Two 


Men Poisoned Sandwiches 


ONE DIED AS A RESULT 


Quantity of Arsenic Sufficient to 
Cause Death Found in His 
Stomach--A Case Which Has 
Stirred Vermont Towns 


Barre, Vt., March 28.—The Invest!- 
gation of the death of Fred Batchelder 
by poison in this clty on March 16 cul- 
minated in the arrest of Raymond Mul- 
len of Montreal, a professional nurse, 
on the charge of murder, The action 
of the authorities was unexpected by 
the public and caused something of a 
sensation in Barre, Montpelier and 
vicinity. Mullen, whe was locked up in 
the Washington county jail at Mont- 
pelier last night, will be given a hear- 
| jng later. He denies the charge which 
| bas been made against him and ex- 
presses no fear as to the outcome of the 
case. 

Little is known of Mullen in Barre. 
He appeared here six weeks ago and 
engaged board and since that Ume he 
has been engaged as nurse by a num- 
ber of citizens. When he arrived he 
said that his home was in Montreal, but 
that for some time he had been living 
in Newport, Vt. 

Batchelder, of whose murder Mullen 
is accused, boarded at the same house 
at which the nurse stayed. Another 
boarder was Roy Sykes. Batchelder 
was 23 years of age and was a stone- 
cutter by trade. Mullen is also 23 and 
Sykes ts several years older. On the 
night of March 14 Sykes and Batchelder 
were out quite late and on their return 
to their boarding house they had a 
lunch consisting of sandwiches, which 
Mullen prepared. During the night 
Batchelder and Sykes became seriously 
ill, the symptoms resembling those 
which follow a dose of poison The 
physicians who attended the young 
men inquired what they had eaten, and 
as Batchelder and Sykes bad had some 
candy that same evening, the supposi- 
tion was that their illness was due to 
this cause. Batchelder continued to 
grow worse and two days later he died. 
Sykes was sick for several days, but 
he recovered. 

The chief of police of Barre inquired 
into the case and after consulting with 
the county officials he arranged to have 
the stomach of Batchelder sent to the 
state laboratory of bygiene at Burling- 
ton for analysis. The report of the 
chemists at that institution stated 
that a quantity of arsenic sufficient to 
cause death had been found. State 
Attorney Jackson bad a warrant Issued 
for the arrest of Mullen and he was 
taken into custody, formally charged 
with murder. 

Mullen did not appear to be greatly 
surprised when the warrant was served 
upon him. He said that he knew noth- 
ing of the cause of Batchelder’s death 
and denied that he was in any way re- 
sponsible. 

When Mullen was arrested the chief 
of police found a number of tablets, 
consisting of some unknown substance, 
in a pocket. Mullen was anxious to re- 
tain possession of the tablets, but the 
chief decided to send them away to be 
analyzed. No motive for a murder has 
been suggested 

Chief of Police Patrick Brown said 
last night: “The information we have 
at hand is to the effect that when Roy 
Sykes returned to his room at 11 p. m. 
one night, Mullen appeared and asked 
Sykes if he was hungry, at the same 
time handing him a sandwich. During 
the night Sykes was taken sick. Later 
Batchelder had a similar experience. 
After eating the sandwich Batchelder 
had pains somewhat similar to those 
of Sykes and he died on the following 
Thursday. Subsequent investigation 
on our part warranted us in arresting 
Mullen.” 

The chief said that Mullen had told 
him several stories concerning the 
place where he had obtained the sand- 
wiches.

His success- 
ful escapes from the Russian secret po- 
lice form a thrilling chapter in the revo- 
lutionary history of the terrorist period. 
Tikhamiroff renounced revolutionism 
and betrayed his former comrades, in 
teturn for which he was pardoned.

REPAIR OLD IRONSIDES 


Congressional Committee Favors 
#100,000 Por That Purpose 
Washington, March 28.—The house 

committee on naval affairs decided to 
report au item of $100,000 in the bill for 
the repair of the old ship Constitution. 
The idea is that with this amount, while 
the ship cannot be rebuilt, it can be 
placed in shape to be anchored at some 
navy yard to be designated, convenient 
for iuspection by the public, the same 
as is now the case with Nelson's old 
flagship Victory at the Portsmouth 
navy yard. 

The building program for new ships 
in the navy is as follows: One battie- 
ship, to cost, exclusive of armor and 
armament, $6,000,000, the ship to be of 
the largest type, the tonnage to be de- 
termined by the secretary of the navy; 
three torpedo boat destroyers, to cost 
$750,000 each, and $1,000,000 to be ex- 
pended by the secretary of the navy 
for submarine boats in his discretion. 

The construction of a drydock at 


| Bremerton, Puget sound, was author- 


ized with an appropriation of $100,000 
to begin the work. The total cost of 
the dock is estimated at $1,250,000. A 
floating steel dock for the Atlantic 
coast was also authorized and $100,- 
000 appropriated to begin construc- 
tion. The cost of this dock is estimated 
at $1,400,000. 

The bill will carry a total of $99,750,- 
000. The current law aggregates $103,- 
000,000. 


Army Officers to Be Removed 

Paris, March 28.—A court martial at 
Nantes has acquitted Captain Croy, 
who was charged with refusing, on the 
ground that his censcience would not 
permit him to do so, to order the men 
under his command to capture barri- 
cades erected by the congregation of a 
church at Nantes, where the authori- 
ties were attempting to take an in- 
ventory. Minister of War Etienne, 
however, has dismissed Croy from the 
army and will also remove all the offi- 
cers of the garrison at Nantes, owing 
to their sympathy with the distuissed 
officer. 


Fiames Sweeping Jonnstown 
Johnstown, Pa., March 28.—A fire 
started early this morning in the five 


story brick building of the Swank 
Hardware company, which, together 
with the building of the Johnstown 


Journal, has been entirely consumed. 
G. H. Santamour, a telegraph operator, 
is missing, and It is feared he has per- 
ished. Other buildings are on fire and 
the loss will probably be in the neigh 
borhood of $700,000. 


Hoppe Proves to Be Siosson’s Master 

New York, March 28.—Willlie Hoppe, 
the 19-year-old champion billiard play 
er of the world, successfully defended 
his title by defeating George Slosson, 
the veteran player of this city, last 
night. The final score was 500 to 392 
in favor of Hoppe, who, in addition to 
retaining the championship trophy, 
won a side bet of $500 and the net gate 
receipts, which will amount to over 
$5000. 

Six Charged With Conspiracy 

Pittsburg, March 28.—Thomas W. 
Harvey, former paying teller of the de- 
funct Enterprise National bank of Al- 
legheny, for whom a warrant was is- 
sued, jointly with five others, alleging 
conspiracy to defraud in commection 
with the failure of the bank, has sur- 
rendered himself and given bail in the 
sum of $5000 for a hearing. Fifteen 
charges have been preferred against 
him. 


May Fight Divorce Later 

New York, March 28.—Counsel for 
Mrs. Alice W. Duke, in the supreme 
court, announced that, In accordance 
with his agreement, he would not op- 
pose the taking of an inquest and the 
granting of a decree in the suit for di- 
vorce brought against her by Brodie L. 
Duke. He said, however, that at a 
later date he might move to reopen 
the case. 


Warrant Not Strong Enough 

St. John, March 28.—David Reid, 
arrested here Feb. 16 for the authorities 
of Crieff, Scotland, on charge of em- 
bezzling $1600, was yesterday dis- 
charged from custody and will proceed 
west. A warrant came from Scotland, 
but Judge Ritchie decided it was not 
a sufficient warrant.

Conference at Morocco | 


A FRESH POLICE SCHEME 


Its Practicability Agreed Upon 
by French and German Dele- 
gates, Who Are Certain of | 
Their Governments’ Sanction 


Algeciras, March 28.—Ambassador 
White and the rest of the American 
delegation to the conference on Moroc- 
can reforms are being showered with 


compliments for what is regarded as | dorm 


their sagacious intervention, which | 
bas assured a solution of the last re- 
maining serious difficulty of the con- 


ference and a fina) settlement of one of 
the most delicrate and complicated 
questions brought before the confar- 
ence for decision. 

Austria’s police proposal left the 
German and French delegates still oc- 
cupying a totally opposed standpoint 
relative to police inspection. Mr. 
White, seeing the danger of disagree- 
ment, took the initiative in an attempt 
to save the situation. He and his col- 
leagues drew up a fresh scheme, laying 
own the proposition that an inspector 
shall report simultaneously to both the 
sultan and the diplomatic corps at Tan- 
gier, the latter having authority to or- 
der inquiries into the working of the 
Franco-Spanish police scheme, thus 
guaranteeing the carrying out of the 
conference's decision and safeguard- 
ing foreign interests and commercial 
transactions. The diplomatic corps, 
after informing the sultan, may also at 
any time order the inspector to inguire 
and report should any interested gov- 
ernment prevent a complaint. 

Before presenting this plan to the 
committee White approached the prin- 
cipal delegates. The British, Italian 
and Russian delegates unbesitatingly 
approved the proposal and promised it 
their full support. White then con- 
ferred successively with the Fyench 
and German delegates, who agreed to 
the practicability of the idea and con- 
sented to submit the scheme to their 
respective governments, whose concur- 
rence they consider to be virtually cer- 
tain. 

In the meantime the committee in- 
corporated the scheme in their propo 
sition for presentation to the full con- 
ference, which later adopted it pro- 
visionally, while awaiting the French 
government's ratification, which the 
delegates do not doubt will be accorded. 

The effect on the conference of the 
acceptance of the American suggestion 
was immediately noticeable. A change 
came over the hitherto strictly diplo- 
matic relations of the French and Ger- 
man delegates and they were photo 
graphed together on the hotel veranda. 
One of the neutral! delegates present at 
the moment remarked: “That photo- 
graph constitutes the first signature of 
accord.” 

The successful action of the Amer- 
ican delegates has made certain the 
speedy end of the labors of the confer- 
ence. No one now foresees the slight- 
est obstacle to final accord. The allot- 
ment of ports is not expected to cause 
trouble. The Russian delegates are 
preparing a proposition regarding this 
matter which, It is believed, will be ac- 
ceptable. The bank question also Is 
capable of easy arrangement. 

The conference has decided to hold 
its next plenary sitting tomorrow. In 
the interim the committee will meet 
several times in the endeavor to con- 
clude the settlement of details this 
week. The drawing up and copying of 
the report is expected to take another 
week.

THE RECALL OF STORER 


Austrian Officials Are In a Quan- 
dary Over the Matter 

Vienna, March 28.—The foreign office 
has received a dispatch from 
tary of State Koot saying that the presi 
dent has been pleased to terminate at 
once, and without any such delay as 
would be incidental to the transmission 
of a letter of recall by mail, the author- 
ity of Ambassador SAorer to represent 
him. The president bas accordingly 
recalled Storer, whose representative 
functions have already ceased. This 
action will be supplemented by a for- 
mal letter of recall. Secretary Rives 
of the Vienese embassy bas been 
named as charge, and the foreign office 
has been requested to receive him and 
treat him in that capacity. 

Foreign office circles are not quite 
sure how to meet the request of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. The officials stick to 
the opinion that there is no precedent 
for not regarding Storer as ambassa- 
dor as long as he stays in Vienna with- 
out having presented a letter of recall 
The key to the embarrassing situation 
is now In Storer’s hands. A letter can 
only be presented, according to court 
and diplomatic etiquette, by an ambas- 
sador to the emperor, and not to the 
foreign minister and by no means by a 
charge.

Coa! Crisis Continues 

Indianapolis, March 28.—The joint 
scale committee of the bituminous coal 
operators of Illinois, Indiana, Ohio and 
western Pennsylvania reported a dis 
agreement to the joint conference of 
the central competitive district and the 
conference adjourned to meet today. 
So far as indications can determine, the 
opposing sides are no nearer to a wage 
agreement than they were In January 
The present wage scale will expire Sat- 
urday and unless an agreement is 
reached before its expiration 225,000 
miners in the four states will be called 
frgm the mines. 


Eng and Will Investigate 

London, March 28.—The Earl of 
Granard, in behalf of the Board of 
Trade, replying in the house of lords 
to the Earl of Onslow, who had given 
notice of his intention to ask the goy- 
ernment whether it intended to com- 
pel Insurance companies doing busi- 
ness In Great Britain to keep in this 
country a sufficient proportion of their 
securities to cover the claim of British 
policyholders, said the government 
would appoint a select committee te 
consider the question. 


France Demands Satisfaction 

London, March 28.—According to a 
dispatch from Shanghal, France has 
demanded that China admit that the 
magistrate at Nanchang, whose violent 
death last month led to the murder of 
six Catholic missionaries and one child 
of an English missionary, was bot mur- 
dered, pay an indemnity of 60,000 taels 
for the murder of the priests, execute 
six Chinamen and pay 90,000 taels for 
the destruction of the mission schools 


A West Virginia Church “‘Sociai”’ 

Bluefield, W. Va., March 28.—Blood- 
shed and death was the ending of a so- 
cial at the Methodist Episcopal church 
at Coaldale last night. Benjamin 
Capely was kilfed Instantly, his wife 
was fatally hurt by having part of her 
head torn away with a shotgun, and 


several others received serious bullet 
wounds. The tragedy grew out of bit- 
ter feelings between two factions 


striving for dominance In the church. 


Dive Keepers Get Just Deserts 

New York, March 28.—Robert H. 
Spriggs, the negro recently convicted 
of abduction, was sentenced to serve 
20 years in stateprison. Sallie Bennett, 
who assisted Spriggs in conducting the 
resort and who pleaded guilty to ab- 
duction, was sentenced to 10 years in 
state prison. Spriggs kept a low resort 
for negroes, where he imprisoned sev- 
eral white women, who had been seized 
while drugged. 


To Preserve Niagara Faiis 

Ottawa, March 28.—A federal policy 
for water power, which will prevent the 
export of energy developed at Niagara 
to an extent to starve Canadian indus- 
tries, has been announced In the house 
by the minister of public works, who 
says there is no doubt of a federal con- 
trol over the export of electric power. 
Action will also be taken to prevent 
spoilation of the scenic beauty of the 
falls. 


Robber Cut Telephone Wires 

New York, March 28.—The home of 
Frank Witherbee at No. 4 Fifth avenue 
was entered by a burglar last night and 
articles valued at several thousands of 
dollars were taken. Mrs. Witherbee 
and her daughter saw the burglar at 
work, but feared to make an outcry. 
When he had gone they tried to give 
the alarm by telephone, but the wires 
bad been cut. 


Prisoners Burned to Death 

Corsican, Tex., March 28.—A negro 
prisoner at the county farm set fire 
to his cell In an efforttoescape. The 
flames spread and before the prisoners 
could be removed four were burned to 
death and a fifth was fatally burned. 
The man who started the fire was 
among those burned to death. 


Famine Affects Miliion Peopie 

Tokio, March 28.—The latest sta- 
tistics procurable from the prefectures 
affected by the famine show that the 
total number of sufferers calling for aid 
exceeds 1,000,000. Assistance, both 
private and official, is active, but en- 
tirely inadequate to the necessities of 
the occasion.

Mr. Webster maintained that muuic - 
ipal ownership had never been carried 
out successfully in any large city in this 
country. He did not include water and 
sewerage, which concerned public 
health, etc., but spoke relative to light- 
ing by electricity and gas, street rail- 
ways, etc. 

Only 25 large cities have municipal 
gas plants. The three cities which sell 
gas for less than does Boston, were sell- 
ing below cost, and he showed wherein. 
These places are Wheeling, West 
Virginia; Hamilton, Ohio; and Duluth, 
Minnesota. Some of the cities which 
had electric lighting plants have given 
up the business and others will. 

Great Britain aod Germany were often 
quoted in support of municipal owner- 
ship, but people overlook the absolute 
difference in political condition here 
aod abroad. There is n0 comparison. 
If men were all perfect aod unseltish in 
devotion to city, then we might bave 
municipal plants. 

Abroad the calibre of office holders is 
vastly different. In the city councils are 
business men who have served loog aad 
well, 10, 20 or 30 years. Here men are 
elected who have not demonstrated that 
they can make a success of life and they 
only serve a few years. Municipal 
plants to succeed must be free from 
politics. 

Here we have universal suffrage, but 
it was not soabroad. In Glascow any 
householder can vote if he pays $20 rent, 
but it is a fact that the 65,000 annually 
disqualify themselves by moving, and 
25,000 others lose their vote by not pay- 
ing taxes. The city benefited in class 
of voters. —_— 

Abroad those business men residing 
within seven miles of acity, and pay- 
ing rent in the city, can vote there. It 
would bebetter for Boston if busivess 
men could vote. Last year the 88 city 
councilmen of Boston did not contri- 
bute $900 in taxes, and several were 
poll taxpayers. 

In Germany there was a property 
qualification for voters, which made a 
great difference in calibre of officials 
chosen. 

Even abroad the manicipal plants do 
not sell as low as private plants. 

Under municipal ownership taxes and 
debt increase. Socialism never did any- 
thing for mankind. It is the age when 
the individual was recognized, and it 
would be well to let well enough alone,

CONSULS CRITICISED 


Doings Abroad That Are Not 
Creditable to Our Cecuntry 
Washington, March 20.—The presi- 

dent transmitted to the house of repre- 
sentatives, in response to a resolution 
introduced by Representative Williams 
(Miss.), the report of Assistant Secre- 
tary of State Peirce regarding the con- 
sular service in the Orient. The mes- 
sage Was accompanied by a letter from 
Secretary Root in which he says the re- 
ports disclose grave misconduct on the 
part of two consuls forwerly occupy- 
ing important posts in the East, but no 
longer in the service. There are indi- 
cations of other cases of misconduct or 
inefficiency, he adds, among consuls in 
various parts of the world. 

While he ce ises the employment 
of English consuls at some places and 
the age of some American consuls, his 
severe criticism Is reserved for ex-Con- 
sul General Goodnow at Shanghal, ex- 
Consul General McWade at Canton, 
Consul Williams at Singapore.

Dover Loses Masonic Temple, 
the City’s Greatest Bullding 
Dover, N. H., March 29.—One wo. 

man was safely taken from a window 

eu the fourth foor and 20 other lodgers 

Were warned barely in time to escape 

from a fire which, early this morning 

totally destroyed the Masonic Temple. 
the largest and finest building in this 
city, entailing a loss of upward of 

200,000. The woman was Miss Mary 

Peasley, a teacher in a commercial col- 

lege, who occupied a room on the fourth 

floor of the burned building. 

The Masonic Temple was a five story 
building occupied on the ground floor 
by business firms and on the floors 
above by offices and lodging rooms. At 
1:30 this morning Police Captain Ste 
vens discovered fire in the hardware 
store of C. L. Jenniss. He immediately 
turned In an alarm and then rushed 
into the building to warn the lodgers. 

The fire gained headway rapidly 
and before the work of the firemen be 
came effective it had enveloped the 
whole building and was threatening to 
spread to the buildings on either side 
and across the street. This, however 
was prevented and the fire was confined 
to the temple, which was reduced toa

ARGUMENT OF MITCHELL 


American Peop'e Will Ask Why 
Operators Advance Price of 
Coal and Cannot Advance the

Indianapolis, March 29.—The joint 
conference of the coal miners and op- 
erators of the central competitive dis- 
trict adjourned yesterday until this af 
ternoon, with no apparent settlement of 
their wage differences in prospect. 

A motion to continue the present 
scale for two years made by the opera- 
tors was defeated by the solid vote of 
the miners. An amendment to Presi- 
dent Mitchell's motion to restore the 
seale of 1008, offered by F. L. Robbins 
of the Pennsylvania operators, to make 
the restored schedule effective for two 
years was accepted by Mitchell, sub 
ject to ratification by the national min 
ers’ convention, which will consider the 
question today. 


This was the only action taken dur- 
ing Wednesday. The rest was argu- 
ment, during the course of which great 


earnestness on the part of the miners 
and both factions of the operators was 
shown. Mitchell charged that many 
coal companies are owned by railroads 
and the profit on coal is not indicated 
by the books of the coal companies, as 
much of it is absorbed by the rail 
roads. He announced that the miners 
would continue in the future to ask for 
more wages if the market justified, and 
stated positively that the miners would 
adhere to their demands for an increase 
at this time

The Word “Tarif.” 

The word tariff has an interesting 
origin. It is derived from the Arabic 
ta ‘rifa, meaning an inventory of fees 
payable on demand, and became cur- 
rent In the following way: A certain 
Moorish general, by name Tarifa, 
seized in the year 710 upon a small 
seaport some twenty miles from what 
is now Gibraltar and the southernmost 
town in Europe. Here he founded a 
station for levying toll on all craft 
trading in the neighborhood and be- 
stowed his name upon the place, after 
the manner of Constantine, Alexander 
and others. The word came eventual- 
ly to signify a schedule of charges and 
passed into the French, Italian and 
English.

Premier Wocida’t Obey Orcers 

Pietermaritzburg, March 80— The 
ministry, headed by Charles J Smythe, 
had confirmed the death sentence im 
posed on 12 natives who took part in 
the murder of policemen during the re- 
cent uprising in this colony. Winston 
Churchill, under secretary of state for 
the colonies, cabled to Premier Smythe 
ordering a suspension of the execu- 
tions pending the home government's 
consideration of the sentences The 
premier curtly refused to do so, where.

Drawing a parallel in justification of 
the payment of money to the Republi- 
can calnppaign committee, Counsel 
Cohen said that President McCall of 
the New York Life Insurance company 
had at different times directed the pay- 
ment of large sums of money for the 
relief of the Johnstown flood and in a 
yellow fever epidemic at New Orleans, 
These payments may have been out- 
side the vested authority of the presi- 
dent, he said, but surely not illegal; cer- 
tainly very far from criminal. 

It was explained to the court that 
Perkins had advanced his personal 
funds to Bliss and had been repaid 
months afterward by the New York 
Life. 

Mr. Cohen argued that none of the 
code definitions of larceny applied to 
Perkins’ case. When he read the 
clause dealing with improper payments 
by officers of corporations having con- 
trol of such payments, Greenbaum 
asked: “Do you mean to claim thata 
vice president of a corporation cannot 
be said to be an officer having control 
of funds within the meaning of the 
statute; that the only officers so in- 
cluded are those who actually draw 
the checks?" 

“I think that Is the meaning of the 
law,” replied Cohen. 

Justice Greenbaum then asked 
whether Mr. Cohen thought that his 
Interpretation would shield from con- 
viction of larceny an officer who ac- 
cepted money wrongfully given to him 
or paid to him by check by an officer 
having that authority. Mr. Cohen 
sald that if criminal wrongdoing was 
charged, it was covered by other provi- 
sions of the penal code, but he main- 
tained that it would not be larceny un- 
der the code
